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Edward D. Finley, “lieutenant, Uniform Rank, K.O. 
T.M.,” sends us the novel suggestion that a military re- 
serve, to come after the Volunteers, should be formed in 
this country by the passage of a bill in Congress to 
bring together all the military bodies attached to the 
larger fraternities, as a United States Fraternal Reserve, 
and to place in their hands the Springfield rifles, bay- 
onets, scabbards and belts which are now being returned 
to the Government. Mr. Finley says: “These societies 
are numerically and financially strong, and the men 
whom they would place in this reserve would furnish 
their own uniforms, pay their own armory rents and in 
general be self-sustaining. Besides this the Govern- 
ment would secure a body of men physicaily and moral- 
ly strong, for without these qualifications no man can 
enter any of our larger fraternities. In addition, their 
oath of membership in the lodge requires them to swear 
true and faithful allegiance to this country and its laws, 
and if need be lay down their lives in defense of the 
same. The moral nature of this oath is as binding as 
the oath of enlistment in our Army. These men are 
banded together for the protection and safety of the 
home in time of peace. What stronger body of men 
could we find for the defense of the home in case of 
national danger or threatened invasion? It is weil 
known to all of us that these societies possess among 
their members men who have seen service in the Army, 
Navy, National Guard and Volunteers, and others would 
join one of the fraternities in order to be eligible to 
enter the reserve. Should any member of this reserve 
be expelled from his lodge he should be immediately 
discharged from the reserve, and in this way he would 
feel obliged to keep in good standing in his fraternity.”

“No fraternity having less than 200,000 members,” 
Mr. Finley says, “should be permitted to enter its men, 
and among that number are the following: Odd Fellows, 
J60,000; Masonic order, 900,000; Knights of Pythias, 
40,000; Ancient Order United Workmen, 430,000; 
Knights of Maccabees, 400,000; Woodmen of World, 
J20,000; Red Men, 290,000; Foresters of America, 200,- 
000, making in all about four million, from which it 
should not be difficult to gather together two hundred 
@ ‘\cusand men.” He says further: “No doubt the Knights 
§ ot l’ythias, Knights of Maccabees, Odd Fellows and others 

wiich maintain uniferm ranks (many of them in a 

hivh state of drill and discipline), would be the first ro 

enter, and the otherfraternities would soon follow their 
example for, being strictly a United States force, free 
from State politics and disorders, it would be a popular 
movement, and strictly in line with one of the aims and 

0! jects of these societies. This reserve would be under 

the command of our President in peace and war, he 
} alone would be empowered to call it out in case of great 

d: nger, disaster or threatened invasion, could prescribe 
the rules for its organization, drill and discipline and 
d:tail Army officers, or retired Army officers, to inspect 
it once each year in order to see that the rifles and 
e\ulpments were being properly cared for. The full 
dress and dress uniform of the reserve could be the 
s.me as the Reguiar Army in every detail, only substi- 
tuting dark blue facings for the Infantry, and cadet- 
gray cloth in place of blue for all, thus creating a 
becessary distinction; the Service uniform when called 
i.to active service to be the same as prescribed for the 
Army. All other details pertaining to the fraternal re- 
Srve could be left to a department of the General Staff. 
I have consulted many members of the uniform ranks 
©f the Knights of Maccabees, Knights of Pythias and 
Cdd Fellows and they are all highly enthusiastic over 
the idea, believing it to be thoroughly feasible if acted 
on in Congress. Should this reserve become a reality

citizens, and would add to the respect in which we 
are held by the great powers of the world, for the dis- 
play of a large force frequently has that moral effect 
which prevents the use of it.” 

We publish in another column, from the New York 
Sun, what purports to be a report of what was said by 
Major General MacArthur, U.S.A., in Hawaii on the 
subject of the fortification of that island. General Mac- 
Arthur very properly refuses to confirm or deny the 
truth of the statements concerning his remarks. What- 
ever he said, it is obviously proper that he should have 
said, saying it as he did to an officer of the local mili- 
tary forces and for a legitimate purpose. The indis- 
cretion, if any, is on the part of the official reporting what 
was said under circumstances giving it the character of 
a confidential communication. No one expects or de- 
sires a war with Germany, any more than we do a war 
with our good friends of England, France, or Russia. 
But war is always among the possibilities and it is the 
duty of General MacArthur, as the commander of a 
military department, to take note of that fact, and to 
call attention to it whenever circumstances seem to 
require him to do so. If war is not possible why do 
we support an army and navy and build fortifications? 
There are those who are foolish enough to contend that 
preparation for war is not necessary, but General Mac- 
Arthur is not among them. If we are to hold our 
island possessions, or even to maintain the integrity of 
our continental territory, we must always be prepared 
to try issues with whoever may be disposed to chailenge 
our right to do so. No foreign nation is so foolishly 
sensitive as to object to our recognition of this fact as one 
to be discussed among ourselves. We love the Germans, 
we dote on the English, we honor the French, and we re- 
member with gratitude the distinguished services they and 
their allies of Russia have bestowed upon this country. 
Our hospitality is wide open to them ali; but we prefer 
that they should knock before entering, unless they come, 
as so many thousands of them do come, to cast in their 
lot with the American Republic, to share in its building 
up and to offer their lives for its defense whenever oc- 
casion shall require. We remember tne noble part borne 
by men of foreign birth, especially the former subjects 
of Germany and Great Britain, in preserving the integ- 
rity of the Republic in its hour of sorest need, and we 
are sure that they can be depended on to aid in its 
defense in the event of a foreign attack, from whatever 
quarter the attack may come.

Major Gen, Leonard Wood, U.S.A., commanding the 
Department of Mindanao, Division of the Philippines, 
has instituted an important project in his order abolish- 
ing slavery among the Moros of the Southern Islands, 
but Army officers who have served there express the 
belief that the effort will prove successful. One of 
these officers, Major Robert L. Bullard, 28th U.S. In- 
fantry, whose long and effective service among the 
Moros has enabled him to make an exhaustive study of 
their character and institutions, takes the ground that 
their system of slavery can be easily abolished. In an 
interesting article in the Atlantic Monthly Major Bul- 
lard says that the Moro slave system is a mild one, but 
that it has the same concomitants of broken famyies, 
degredation and contempt for human rights that have at- 
tended slavery in more civilized countries. ‘‘But,” says 
Major Bullard, “I do not regard slavery as so much a 
Moro as a Mohammedan institution. That the Moros 
care but little for it is shown by the fact that when 
runaway slaves have claimed the protection of the 
United States and been declared free, as they frequently 
have been, their late masters have accepted the decision 
with equanimity, and by the further fact that slaves 
are valued so little—twenty dollars per head. Among a 
tetal population of perhaps 300,000, they cannot be very 
numerous. For probably a million dollars I believe it 
would be practicable to buy and liberate them all—an 
opportunity for a philanthropist. Nor is it probable 
that with the little attachment which the Moros display 
for slavery there would thereafter be any difficulty in 
preventing a serious return to the institution.” As Mr. 
Carnegie appears to have furnished the country with a 
pretty thorough equipment of libraries, perhaps he will 
take the hint Major Bullard gives him. He will ac- 
complish more in this way for the promotion of peace 
than he will by building a palace of peace at The 
Hague.

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After careful consideration of the findings of the 
Court of Inquiry appointed to investigate the causes 
and circumstances of the explosion @t Iona Island, in 
which a number of lives were lost and a large amount of 
property destroyed, Secretary Moody has ordered that a 
general court-martial be convened at the navy yard, 
New York, Jan. 5, for the trial of Gunner Otto Fries, 
U.S.N., in charge at the time of the accident, and Ser- 
geant Brooks of the Marine Corps, who was im charge 
of the Marine Guard. It is understood that Gunner 
Fries, in the opinion of the Court of Inquiry, was guilty 
of negligence in not observing the regulations about 
taking all precautions against such an accident, and 
Sergeant Brooks and the marines were not as prompt as 
they might have been in rendering immediate assistance 
to the wounded. The Judge Advocate General of the 
Navy announces the following as the personnel of the 





Poundstone, Lieut. William G. Hannum, Lieut. Oscar 
W. Koester, and Lieut. Comdr, Walter J. Sears, judge 
advocate. At the request of the British Government, 
made through the British Embassy at Washington, the 


State Department has requested the Navy Department. 


to furnish the British Naval Attaché, Captain deChair, 
with such information as it may be expedient to give 
concerning the accident at Iona Island. The Secretary 
has ordered that such a memorandum be prepared in 
the Bureau of Navigation and sent to the Embassy.

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Secretary Moody expressed himself as well pleased 
with the results of his recently completed inspection of 
the League Island Navy Yard, and will probably em-’ 
body some recommendations for that yard in a com- 
munication to the President. The Secretary believes 
that while the most important naval station on the At- 
lantic seaboard should be the one at Norfolk, League 
Island should be a close second, and with that end in 
view he will use his efforts toward obtaining appropria- 
tion for the improvement of the League Island yard. 
The urgency of the work of improvement in our navy 
yards is patent to all observers and it is not too much 
to say that unless a vast amount of work is speedily 
done, a halt must be called in the construction of battle- 
ships and cruisers, and our efforts must be confined 
to laying down and constructing small vessels and cruis- 
ers of moderate size. Our docking and repair facilities 
are not at all commensurate with the needs of the 
Service, and the sooner this important matter is realized 
the more efficient will be our naval strength. To build 
a large fleet of powerful battleships and then find that 
we have no docks in which they can be repaired is a 
suicidal policy for which the country must soon wold our 
lawmakers responsible. Big ships and prope. docks and 
repair shops are the most valuable assets of peace a 
country can possess, and in view of the inevitable exran- 
sion which must continue for many years to come, it 
behooves the United States to make such preparations 
for that condition as the most embryonic common sense 
must dictate. The battles of peace are not less impor- 
tant in their results than those of war, and the former 
have the advantage of costing much less than the latter. 
Five million dollars in a battleship may, and probably 
will, save ten times that sum as a preparation for war 
in time of peace. 








As a result of the increased celerity with which the 
new warships for the Navy are being carried toward 
completion, the Secretary of the Navy has been obliged 
to ask for an appropriation of $2,000,000 for armor and 
armament to be made immediately available, and the 
circumstances are such that Congress will doubtless 
vote the money without delay. The appropriation now 
being used for armor and armament was based upon 
expenditures for such purposes during the fiscal year 
preceding, which were at an average of about $739,706 
per month. Since July 1, 1903, the deliveries of armor 
have amounted to about $1,100,000 per month, and the 
manufacturers have announced that their output will 
soon be still further increased. This means that the 
funds now available for the purchase of armor will 
speedily be exhausted unless replenished by an emerg- 
ency appropriation, and that if the Government is to 
continue to receive prompt deliveries of armor for ships 
that are or soon will be ready for it, the money to pay 
for it must be provided in advance of the passage of 
the regular appropriation bills. Secretary Moody has 
also requested an immediate appropriation of $200,000 
in order that payment may be made to Cuba for the 
sites for two United States naval stations on the Cuban 
coast and to enclose those sites with a wall or fence 
as the treaty of cession stipulates. Both of these re- 
quests are based on considerations of sound naval policy 
and ought to be granted without any hesitation what- 
ever.

In view of impending complications which may yet 
require the employment of United States troops on the 
Isthmus of Panama, ‘the wisdom of the last Congress 
in refusing to authorize the sale of the Army transport 
ships belonging to the Government will be generally 
conceded. The sale of those vessels was seriously urged 
upon Congress for the reason that the service required 
of them had been greatly diminished by the restoration 
of orderly conditions in the Philippines, and it they had 
been disposed of, any emergency requiring the sending 
of an expeditionary force to the Isthmus would have 
compelled the Government to set to work and organize 
another transport service which would undoubtedly have 
involved serious delay and expense. But with the ves- 
sels already in its possession, most of them in excellent 
condition, the War Department is able on short notice 
to set in motion a transport service of fine ships ad- 
mirably equipped and capable of accommodating a body 
of troops sufficient to deal with any conceivable emerg- 
ency on the Isthmus or in the territory adjoining. It is 
probably safe to assume that henceforth, so long as our 
Government holds its present insular territories or is 
likely to be called upon to employ military agencies to 
safeguard its interests in Central America, the Army 
transport service will be treated as a permanent fixture 
of the military establishment. It certainly should be, 
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Hon. Henry T. Rainey, a democratic representative 
in Congress from the State of Illinois, in a speech de- 
livered in the House of Representatives Dec. 15, gave an 
interesting description of the tendencies of inland com- 
merce in this country to develop a North and South 
movement, in place of the movement East and West, to 
which we have been so long accustomed. The building 
of the Panama Canal will accelerate this movement and 
for that reason, if for no other, this representative ot 
Illinois interests favors it, believing that the development 
of a proper system of inland waterways to follow this 
will so increase the tide of exports and imports 
on the North and South line that Chicago, within the 
next decade, will become the commercial and financial! 
center of the country, and within twenty years the com- 
mercial and financial center of the world. Mr. Rainey 
says: “We are beginning to realize that the omnipotent 
God has provided the great central portion of our con 
tinent with the grandest system of natural waterways 
in all the world, intended for the purpose of conveying 
to the sea the products of the Mississippi valley. Upon 
this great system of rivers we have expended during the 
last century the beggarly sum of $40 per mile each year 
in a weak attempt to keep them in condition to carry 
the commerce of those great States, where the major 
portion of our population live. We expend more money 
than that each year per mile to keep an ordinary coun- 
try road in repair. What we need in this country now 
is an expenditure of less money for navies to sail the 
seas and the expenditure of more money for the benefit 
of the people who live at home.” The narrow and pro 
vincial opinion of our Navy, expressed by Mr. Rainey, 
shows that he is too much under the control of local 
prejudice to take a broad and statesmanlike view of our 
national necessities. An Isthmus canal and the ex- 
pansion of our commerce, which will follow its comple- 
tion, renders an increase of our Navy inevitable. The 
only way to prevent it is by carrying out the idea sug- 
gested by an imaginative sketch in the New York Evening 
Sun, which represents the United States as sealed against 
intercourse with the world more completely than Thibet 
now is; sending no ships to sea and preventing the ad- 
mission of foreign vessels to our ports by an efficient sys- 
tem of coast defense. Certainly Chicago would not in 
that event be “the commercial and financial center ol 
the world.”

Mail advices from Berlin quote an officer of the General 
Staff of the German Army who attended the recent ma- 
nheuvers of the British Army as saying in an official re- 
port: “The commissariat was defective and badly or- 
ranized. As far as the troops themselves were concerned, 
cne might be quite satisfied with them. The leaders, 
especially of the Ist Army Corps, showed dash and de- 
cision. The marching feats of the infantry deserved 
praise, and the cavalry, especially of the Ist Army 
Corps, left little to be desired. Good material is, there- 
tore, to hand, only it must be well organized. In this, 
however, the army is unable to cope with modern re- 
quirements. ‘There seems to be no uniformly trained 
staff. It seems, therefore, that old traditions cannot be 
shaken off, even if they are, as has been proved, full of 
evils. A useful reorganization of the British Army 
continues to be very far off.” Broad-minded officers of 
the British Army will no doubt receive this criticism 
in the candid spirit in which it is offered, but the man- 
ner of its recepiien by the English public at large is 
likely to be considerably modified by some remarks said 
to have been uttered by the German Emperor in the 
course of a recent speech at Hanover. One of those 
remarks was that nothing but the incomparable deeds of 
the German Legion saved the English Army from des- 
truction at Waterloo. The German Emperor is also 
said to have criticised the whole conduct of the British 
end of the Waterloo tight and intimated that but for the 
valor of Blucher German history would have had an 
entirely different story to tell of the conflict. These ex- 
pressions have provoked a regular whirlwind of wrath in 
England. The London newspapers are as one in de- 
nouncing them. ‘They charge the Emperor with de- 
liberately perverting the truths of history and they con- 
tradict point blank his statement that the Germans de- 
cided the issne for the English at Waterloo. The British 
objection to the recent expressions of the German Em- 
peror is that they were indiscreet, offensive and in ex- 
ceedingly bad taste in view of efforts lately made to 
establish a better understanding between Germany and 
England.

It is worth noting, as an officer of the Army reminds 
us, that the present opposition to the execution of the 
Isthmian canal project comes from relatively the same 
elements that obstructed and attempted to defeat the 
purposes of the Government in the Spanish War and in 
the subsequent insurrection in the Philippines. Now as 
then the self-styled “anti-imperialists’ and other oppon- 
ents of National progress, are encouraging foreign coun 
tries to resist the declared policy of the United States. 
Having advocated the defeat of the treaty with Spain, 
they now advocate the defeat of the treaty with Pana- 
ma, their purpose in both cases being to discredit the 
American Government in the eyes of the world. Pro- 
fessing a superlative degree of devotion to peace, these 
marplots are directly inviting Colombia to make war on 
the United States. The lawful existence of the Re- 
public of Panama has been formally recognized by all 


the great nations of the world. The new government 
is securely established, its subjects are pursuing their 
accustomed vocations, and for the first time in years the 
Isthmus of Panama is enjoying general peace and order. 
The United States has declared that these conditions 
shall be maintained, that the people shall be protected 
in their recognized rights and that, with the consent of 
the new republic, the waters of the Atlantic and the Pa- 
cific shall be connected with a canal for the advance- 
ment of the world’s commerce. Because of its pledges in 
behalf of these beneficent objects the Government at 
Washington is attacked and villified by the same reck- 
less trouble-makers who assailed its policy in the War 
with Spain and in the Philippine insurrection. “And 
what,” exclaims our veteran correspondent in just indig- 
nation, “what a fearful responsibility will they assume 
who shall encourage war and defeat, or greatly retard, 
the most important commercial project ever conceived 
er undertaken by the genius and enterprise of man!” 

General Keyes, the special envoy of Colombia to the 
United States, has presented a note to the Government 
at Washington with regard to the republic of Panama 
which is both curious and suggestive. It insists that the 
United States shall restore the status quo ante in the 
State of Panama, and keep hands off while Colombia 
subjugates the revolutionists and whips Panama back in- 
to the Colombian Federation, or that, if these proposals 
are rejected, the United States shall pay damages to 
Colombia for the loss of valuable territory, the amount to 
be determined by The Hague Tribunal. The impossi- 
bility of complying with these demands will be seen at 
a glance. The first is in effect that we shall turn in and 
help to destroy an independent republic on the Ameri- 
can continent which has been recognized by all the 
leading powers of the world. The second is that we 
shall dodge our obligations under the Treaty of 1846 
and permit a long and bloody conflict on the Isthmus 
over which we are pledged to maintain safe and open 
transit for the commerce of the world. As for the 
third, it proposes that we shall pay Colombia for the 
loss of territory which we have not taken and do not 
mean to take. It is not by making such demands that 
Colembia will obtain indemnity for her lost territory, 
but rather by adepting a moderate and conciliatory at- 
titude toward the United States and Panama which shall 
appeal to their sense of fair play. It has already been 
intimated by Mr. Bunau-Varilla, the Minister of Pana- 
ma at Washington, that his government is willing that 
Panama shall pay her proportionate share of the publie 
debt of Colombia. which is estimated at one fifteenth, 
or one million dollars.

Inasmuch as the purchase of the Friars’ lands in the 
Philippines by the United States at a total cost of 
$7,500,000 has virtually been agreed upon, it will be a for- 
tunate thing for all interests if the work of surveying 
the property and establishing titles to the same is en- 
trusted to the United States military authorities in the 
islands. The property involved in the transaction amounts 
to upwards of 400,000 acres, and the boundaries, as well 
as the titles to many of the tracts, will have to be 
clearly established before the lands can be transferred 
to the native tenants for whom they are intended. To 
insure the accurate performance of this important task 
it should be assigned to officers of acknowledged skill 
and integrity, and the easiest way to find them is to 
turn the whole undertaking over to the Army. The 
surveys and maps made in the islands by the United 
States military authorities have been recognized by all 
interests as uniformly correct and satisfactory, and 
similar results will be accomplished in the survey of 
the Friars’ lands if the work is entrusted to the same 
service, whereas there will be a large possibility of in- 
accuracies if the work is given over to civilian sur- 
veyors. The correct execution of this vast project is 
vital to the welfare of the Filipino farmers who are to 
become tenant owners of the property, and if it is un- 
dertaken by the Army the chances of error will be re- 
duced to the minimum.

An interesting but not altogether convincing news- 
paper story comes from Denver to the effect that the 
Government of Japan, realizing the imminence of war 
with Russia, has asked the military authorities of Colo- 
rado to select several soldiers from tne National Guard, 
evch of them capable of commanding a regiment who, 
if they desire, will receive commissions in the Japanese 
Army, and that the general commanding the Colorado 
troops has recommended his son, who is a sergeant, to- 
gether with another sergeant and one enlisted man. It 
is far from our purpose to decry the soldierly qualities 
of the young men who, according to the report, have 
thus been chosen*to represent Colorado valor and mili- 
tary skill in the great war drama which threatens the 
peace of the Orient, but if they are each of them quali- 
fied to command regiments it certainly is queer that 
none of them has ever risen above non-commissioned 
rank in his own State. However, if they accept the 
offer of Japaa, they will doubtless find themselves 
presently eperating in a school affording the broadest 
opportypities for the exercise of their military abilities, 
where #0 system of favoritism or prejudice can keep 
them down.

In the annual report of the Adjutant General of the 
Army it is recommended that the sum of one thousand 


dollars be appropriated annually for the entertainmen; 
of military attachés to foreign embassies at Washing. 
ton who are invited to witness the annual maneuye;s 
of the United States Army and the National Guard. | 
is pointed out that the money is needed to pay railway 
fares and provide subsistence for the foreign attaché, 
for which no means are at present supplied. “At 
present,” says the Adjutant General, in urging this ep. 
tirely modest and proper appropriation, “we are enabled 
to furnish foreign attachés with mounts, orderlies, tents, 
ete., but there is no fund available for their other ex. 
penses. Their entertainment is simply an act of court- 
esy for favors shown our military attachés abroad dur. 
ing the maneuver period. This is a very important 
matter, and it is earnestly recommended that either 4 
separate item be inserted in the Army appropriation 
bill or authority inserted in the item for ‘Contingencies 
of the Army’ for their entertainment in the future.”

No little comment. has been evoked by what seems to 
be an increasing custom of disrespect for the official title 
of the Chief Executive of the Nation. A habit has grown 
up of referring to the President with a lower case letier, 
This practice is more prevalent in the South than in the 
territory north of the Potomac, and it would be well 
if something could be done to check this growing evil, 
for it is an evil, and is lamentable as tending to lower 
the respect due to the President among the youth of the 
country. Surely the head of this great Republic should 
be spoken of as “the President” and not as “the presi- 
dent.” To deny an upper case letter for his title, if it 
is not a display of discreditable ignorance, is the ex- 
pression of an intention to belittle the office. The papers 
of the whole country owe it to themselves to do what 
they can to secure a proper respect for the Chief Magis- 
trate of the United States of America. To belittle him 
is to belittle ourselves. 








Another ilustration of the rigorous treatment admini- 
stered in Germany to natives of the country-who come 
to America to avoid compulsory military service, and 
then after becoming citizens of the United States re- 
turn to the Fatherland to visit the scenes of their youth, 
appears in the experience of Joseph Nelan of South 
Dakota. He returned to his birthplace in Germany a 
year ago, thinking that his American citizenship would 
exempt him from service in the German Army, but was 
immediately seized and compelled to serve a term of 
enlistment for which he was liable when he came to this 
country. When that period expired he was cast into 
prison where he might have been yet but for the inter- 
cession of the American consular authorities on whose 
request he was released. He has returned to his home 
in South Dakota, probably with any political attach- 
men he may have had for the Fatherland somewhat 
modified. 

The need of promptness in fortifying the more im- 
portant ports in our insular territories, which has re- 
cently been pointed out in these columns, is clearly 
1ecognized in a communication transmitted to the House 
of Representatives by the Secretary of War.. In this 
communication Mr. Root presents a supplemental esti- 
mate of $2,526,100 to be included in the Army Appro- 
priation bill, the purposes of which are fully expla.ned 
as follows: “Defenses for Porto Rico, the Hawaiian 
Islands, Guam and the Philippines are urgently needed 
tu protect the newly acquired territory of the United 
States and Government property to be stored there, also 
to prevent interruption of cable communication between 
San Francisco, the Territory of Hawaii and Manila. 
This estimate is submitted with the object of beginning 
the construction of these defenses at once.”

The second battalion of the 30th Infantry from the 
Philippines, comprising E, F, G, and H, in command 
of Lieut. Col. Thomas F. Davis, arrived at the Union 
Pacific depot, Denver, Col., Dec. 25, en route to their 
stations. “Most of the men,” says the Denver ‘Times, 
“while glad to get back home, would have preferred to 
stay in the Philippines for three months longer to es- 
cape the winter in the States. The men are in good 
condition physically, and the losses of the regiment from 
sickness were very light for the entire stay in the Philip- 
pines. Not a man was lost on the return trip. Owing 
to the discharge of men at the expiration of tneir terms 
of service, the size of the companies has been considera- 
bly reduced. In the companies that passed through 
Denver Dec. 25 there were only 217 men. They will 
soon be recruited up to the usual number, however.”

Lieut. Col. William L. Pitcher, 28th U.S. Inf., who 
has lately returned from a tour of duty at Skagway, 
Alaska, reports the general condition of the small detach- 
ment of troops stationed at that remote post as ‘hor- 
oughly satisfactory. The men are well satisfied with 
their surroundings, and as they are clothed, fed and 
housed with due regard to arctic winter, their sufferings 
from the cold are not at all serious. The effect of the 
extremely low temperature on the lungs is less trying 
than of some of our Western States, and the men adapt 
themselves to the intense cold with little or no difficulty. 
Colonel Pitcher suggests, however, that the Alaskan gar- 
rison be changed more frequently than it has been hitb- 
erto, and all who are familiar with the depressing mo- 
notony of the arctic winter will indorse his opinion. 
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The Chief of Staff has reported adversely in the mat- 
ter of the establishment of a school for Army cooks 
at Fort Leavenworth, Kas. This question was submit- 
ted to the General Staff who, after careful consideration, 


made the following recommendation: “It is recommend- 
ed to the Chief of Staff tuat the papers in this case be 
filed and no further action be had. This proposition pro- 
poses a plan costing $30,600 for the instruction of cooks 
and bakers to be assigned on graduation among the troop 
and company organizations of the Army. The capacity 
of the plant is for thirty men under instruction at a given 
time, and it would give them sixty instructed men dur- 
ing a year to supply about 750 places, or say an average 
call of about 250 per year. The estimate stated for 
expert knowledge to carry on the course is given at $2,- 
940 each year, which may .be taken as short of the 
mark. A chemist and stenographer and typewriter will 
in due time be asked for, and the waste of material will 
be considerable, as it is hardly to be presumed that the 
men themselves can consume all that it will be necessary 
for them to manipulate to demonstrate to the instructor 
capacity and skill that will justify him in giving a di- 
ploma. All captains will expect from the school first 
class cooks and men of no bad habits. The institution 
will not be able to supply the demand; one-third of the 
men will be a disappointment. The condition will re- 
main about on a par with the situation as it is to-day in 
the army-at-large—one-third poor cooks and two-thirds 
good cooks. I believe we should still rely upon the re- 
cruiting officers to secure suitable material from among 
men who profess to have some skill as cooks, and also 
upon the industry of company officers to supply deficien- 
cies from among men of their organizations.”

Major General Wade, commanding the Division of the 
Philippines, has issued a new general order concerning 
leaves of absence. He says: “LeaveS of absence to 
visit the United States, except under very extraordinary 


circumstances, will not be considered, unless the appli- 
cant has been three years in the Philippine Islands, of 
which time the two years immediately preceding date 
of application shall have been continuous. Applications 
of officers with service as above for leaves, or for trans- 
fer to any undesignated regiment of the same arm in 
the United States, will be approved if their services can 
spared. Leaves to officers, for the purpose of travel 
in the Orient, will be granted when their services can be 
spared and conditions warrant. The maximum length 
of such leaves will be as follows: To officers with ap- 
proximately eighteen months’ continuous service in the 
Philippine Islands, one month and fifteen days. To offi- 
cers with approximately two years continuous service in 
the Philippine Islands, two months. In both cases such 
leaves will begin an end at Manila. After recommenda- 
tion by the Board of Medical Officers in Manila, officers 
of the Army in poor health may be ordered to San Fran- 
cisco, Cal., for medical treatment in hers General Hos- 
pital, provided the board reports its inion that such 
change of climate is necessary to save ti e or prevent per- 
manent disability. Officers under treatment in the First 
Reserve Hospital in cases of urgency may be granted sick 
leaves to visit Oriental points for recuperation, provided 
the Board of Medical Officers in Manila shall so recom- 
mend. Such leaves will not be granted for more than 
three months, and they will begin and end at Manila.”

As a result of a conference this week between Sec- 
retary Moody and Rear Admiral Washington Lee 
Capps, Chief Constructor of the Navy, midshipmen who 
are to enter the Construction Corps of the Navy upon 
their graduation from the Academy must first serve 
two years at sea before regularly taking up the duties 
of assistant constructors ashore. It is the belief of the 
Secretary that the Construction Corps of the Navy 
should be in close touch with the line; that constructors 
shonld know the needs of a ship from the standpoint 
of the line officer who is to use the ship. He believes 
this can best be done by having constructors serve 
two years at sea before entering upon their permanent 
shore duty. In this way, too, it is believed more of 
harmony will be secured between that corps and the 
line officers. At the present time it is the disposition 
in some quarters to criticise the present policy of allow- 
ing the officers of the Construction Corps to have a say 
in the kinds of ships to be built. These critics would 
have the orders drawn up and turned over to the Con- 
struction Corps merely for execution without advice 
from the Chief Constructor of the Navy. When Francis 
T. Bowles was Chief Constructor of the Navy, Secretary 
Moody consulted him with almost as much freedom as 
he did Rear Admiral Henry C. Taylor regarding general 
naval questions. He is also calling into counsel Rear 
Admiral Capps frequently upon questions outside the 
Bureau of Construction and Repairs and endeavoring 
in this and other ways to keep the bureau chiefs in 
touch with the general interests of the Navy instead of 
using them only as advisors upon matters under their 
respective bureaus.

The question of providing city transportation for offi- 
cers of the Army on duty in a city, and required to 
travel some distance each day to their place of assign 
ment, has been before the War Department this week. 
The matter arose first through the claim of an attend- 
ing Army surgeon in Chicago, who was obliged each day 
to make a visit to a Government hospital. Judge Advo- 
cate General Davis has held that the commanding general 
of a military department may furnish officers of the 
Army, who are stationed in cities and have to go some 
distance to their place of duty, with either transporta- 
tion in a spring wagon or with car tickets. It is likely 
that this opinion will receive the approval of the Secre- 
tary of War, and that car tickets will, in the future, 
be furnished in certain cases to officers living some dis- 
tance from their particular office.

In response to a request for an opinion on the sub- 
ject, the Paymaster General and the Judge Advocate 
yeneral of the Army have decided that enlisted men of 
the Philippine Scouts are not entitled to one dollar ex- 
tra per month continuous service pay at the beginning 
of their third year of continuous service. The Judge 
Advocate General says: “The Philippine Scouts. are com- 
posed, in part, of men who served in 1899, 1900, as 
members of the ‘Macabebe Scouts,’ an organization of 
civilian employees paid out of the insular funds set 
apart by the military government for that purpose. Ser- 
vice so rendered wy in the opinion of this office, be 
regarded as military service -under an enlistment -con- 


tract, which is the only kind of service that can be count- 
ed in order to entitle the soldier to one dollar per month 
for the third year of enlistment under Section 1281 of 
the Revised Statutes.” The General Staff, in recom- 
mending that the general commanding the ‘Division of 
the Philippines be informed that the pay of the scouts 
will not be increased on account of continuous service, 
states that the officer making the request should be in- 
formed that it is contrary to established policy to ask 
for legislation to extend to civilian employees, however

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Brig. Gen. George F. Elliott, commandant of the 
Marine Corps, left Washington Dec. 27 for Philadelphia, 
whence he sailed the day following aboard the Dixie for 
Colon. With the Commandant went a battalion of 
marines numbering six hundred, five months’ subsistence 
and fighting supplies for one thousand men. The six 
companies of marines are divided into two battalions, 
one company having come from Boston, one from Wash- 
ington, one from Philadelphia, one from Annapolis, and 
one from Brooklyn.

An opinion of some interest to the organized militia 
was rendered this week by the Comptroller of the Treas- 
ury in reply to the question submitted by the disbursing 
officer of the State of Georgia through the War Depart- 
ment. He writes: “Please advise me whether or not 
officers and enlisted men are entitled to pay during the 
tour of duty at Sea Girt, New Jersey. Also 
are officers entitled to pay while on duty at the State 
camp of rifle practice? If consistent, kindly send speci- 
men copies pertaining to Sea Girt expenses.”” The Comp- 
troller replies: “I find nothing in the act of Jan. 21, 
1903, which limits the number of encampments for in- 
struction which the Governor of a State or Territory 
may order in any one year, except that it would seem 
he cannot draw on the Secretary of War for money in 
excess of the allotment to State or Territory under the 
annual appropriation made by Section 1661, Revised 
Statutes. I am of the opinion, and so decide, that the 
officers and enlisted men of such organized militia while 
so engaged are entitled to be paid the pay, subsistence 
and transportation provided for in Section 14 of the act 
of Jan. 21, 1903.” 











In some respects the movement which has been insti- 
tuted in the Philippines to obtain the appointment of 
Emilio Aguinaldo, leader of the Filipino insurrection, 
as a member of the honorary commission to represent 
the islands at the St. Louis Exposition of 1904, is to be 
commended. Since he took the oath of allegiance to the 
United States and promised to behave himself, Aguinal- 
do has conducted himself far more sensibly than have 
some of his sympathizers here in America who would 
have had him continue the fighting long after he knew it 
to be hopeless, and his influence, such as it is, appears 
to have been exerted in behalf of peace and order. That 
a tour of observation in this country would convince him 
of the benevolent purposes of the United States regard- 
ing himself and his countrymen we have no doubt what- 
ever, but whether he would view the appointment as an 
assurance of American good faith or as a partial repara- 
tion for his fancied grievances is by no means so cer- 
tain. If the Philippine civil authorities see fit to appoint 
him he may be assured of a polite and kindly welcome, 
but not as in any sense a hero or martyr as the “anti- 
imperialists” delighted to proclaim him.

The torpedo tube on the 
boats are eighteen inches in diameter, and as the 
average man is seventeen inches across the shoulders 
and twelve inches from back to breast, his entry into 
the tube is comparatively easy. Once in the tube, it is 
claimed, a man can open its outside cover himself and 
let himself out. The recent experiment of ejecting two 
dogs from the torpedo tube of the Shark at Newport 
was in the nature of a private experiment, and was not 
done under Government auspices.. The dogs were none 
the worse from being forced out of the tubes. 

Rear Admiral Mordecai T. Endicott, Chief of the Bu- 
reau of Yards and Docks, has received the report of the 
board of officers appointed to investigate the breaking 
of the coffer dam at the Portsmouth, N.H., dock some 
time ago, which the contractor claimed was caused by the 
excavation near by for the construction of a quay wall. 
The contractor on this ground was attempti to hold 
the Government responsible for the damage. report 
of the board finds no ground for the contractor's claim 
and the latter will accordingly be held responsible for the 
damage to the dock. 
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In accordance with the recommendation of the Gen- 
eral Staff of the Army, Secretary Root will detail 1st 
Lieut. R. W. Hardenbergh, 4th Inf., for duty as United 
States military attaché in the Argentine Republic. This 
is the last detail to be made immediately of officers for 
duty as military attachés in South or Central America.

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NEWS OF THE PHILIPPINES. 


In the course of a discriminating article on Governor 
Taft apropos to his departure from the Philippines, the 
Manila Times says: “That Governor Taft has the re- 
gard and respect of every good citizen of the United 
States in this quarter of the globe would be useless to 
deny. The futility of attempting to belittle his manli- 
ness, unaffected democratic manner, his pre-eminent judi- 
cial learning and ability, is apparent to all. Most peo- 
ple incline to the opinion that Governor Taft is not yet 
acquainted with the Filipino. He has invariably seen 
the suave, oily side of the ‘little brown brothers.’ He 
came to the islands very much predisposed in their fa- 
vor. The administration he represented demanded this. 
It was at a time that the anti-imperialists and the Demo- 
cratic party were declaiming to the world that the Fili- 
pino had been much abused. The sentiment that crys- 
tallized into the pelicy represented by the present execu- 
tive led to the trial of Major Glenn and Gen. Jacob H. 
Smith. Public feeling has veered much since Governor 
Taft’s appointment, but there has been but little varia- 
tion in the system of management in these islands. We 
state it mildly in saying that were Governor Taft’s 
choice of going left to the Americans of these islands, 
three-fourths would favor his departure. And we doubt 
if he has one personal enemy. Such is the fate of an 
unpopular, and what many consider an unwise, policy and 
a strict adherence to duty.” 

Speculation as to the fate of Lieut. Paul D. Stockley, 
2ist U.S. Inf., who mysteriously disappeared while on 
duty near Talisay, Island of Luzon, in January, 1900, 
has been renewed by the recent finding, under peculiar 
circumstances, of a campaign hat, which is believed to 
have been his. While exploring near Talisay a few 
weeks ago a detachment of the 25th Philippine Scouts 
encountered two ladrone officers mounted. One of them, 
believed to be Lieutenant Loriel, of the Ist Cavite Bat- 
talion, was knocked from his horse by a bullet, but man- 
aged to escape, leaving this hat, his horse, revolver and 
« Katipunan stamp. Where the ladrone got the Ameri- 
can Army officer’s hat is the mystery, but as Loriel was 
formerly a resident of Talisay, the older officers are in- 
clined to believe that the hat belonged to the missing 
officer. 

The Manila Times tells a gruesome story of three na- 
tive murderers who were executed with the garrote by 
American officials at Amulung, Cagayan Province, Oct. 
31, 1908. When taken from the machine the limp bodies, 
still bound, were ‘laid upon the floor of the church of 
Amulung, that the relatives might claim them and tak» 
them away. Dr. Licena, the provincial surgeon, certi- 
fied to their death, and the judge gave the seal of ju- 
dicial approval. Some three hours later, two constabu- 
lary officers, Captain Long, senior inspector of the Prov- 
ince, and Lieutenant Collins, entered the church to see 
if the bodies had been claimed. ‘They were horrified 
to see upon the floor three bodies, still in their winding 
cords, but squirming and contorting in half conscious en- 
deavors to release themselves. Groans that sounded un- 
earthly in the dim church came from their throats. Two 
of them seemed about returning to full corsciousness, an‘l 
the constabulary officers, bending over them, asked them 
in Spanish if there was anything they wanted. The 
reply was in a husky, harsh whisper: “Si, Senor, agua.” 
Water and restoratives were applied freely, the men un- 
bound, and shortly they were able to be removed by 
their friends. ‘The fourth had already been removed. 
and was really dead. One of the three has since died 
from shock and exhaustion. The remaining two at 
last reports were convalescing, and may live for years 
to come. But it is written on the court records of their 
native province that they are dead, having paid witi 
their lives for the crime of murder. The law can neither 
punish them again nor can it recognize their continued 
existence. 

The Rev. Father Jose Algue, S.J., director of the Ma- 
nila observatory and an attaché of the United States 
weather bureau, has arrived at San Francisco on his 
way to St. Louis, in charge of the scientific portion ot 
the Philippine exhibition at the exposition. He is ac- 
companied by Roman Trinidad, a Filipino assistant. 
and August Fuster, an artist. Trinidad is a mechanic 
of skill, and Fuster brings with him 120 pearl shells on 
whieh are painted different Philippine subjects, most of 
them connected with the characteristics and customs of 
the various Filipino tribes, which will be made a part of 
the exhibit. 

Fire in the town of Calumpit, Island of Luzon, on 
Dec. 27, destroyed several lives and 250 houses and ren- 
cered 1,000 persons homeless, involving a money loss of 
$75,000 on which there was no insurance. 

According to the report of the Philippine Civil Ser- 
vice Board for the year ended September 30, 1902, 
there was during the year a marked increase in the 
number and kinds of examinations held, due to appoint- 
ments resulting from promotions and the extension of 
the civil service law to the provincial service, the police 
force, the firemen in Manila, and the prison guards. 
During the year 4,250 competitors, English and Spanish, 
were examined, and 2,044 became eligible to certificates, 
while 334 were eligible for promotion and _ transfer. 
The appointments made on non-competitive examina- 
tions numbered 321. No examination was held of native 
unskilled laborers and no formal appointments were 
made. The civil service law now brings into the classi- 
fied service more than 2,000 positions. Little difficulty 
has been found in enforcing the law, and violations of 
it have been few. 

The Burean of Insular Affairs of the War Depart- 
ment hag published a comparative statement showing 
the customs revenues of the Philippine Is'ands for the 
first eight months of 1908 as contrasted with those for 
the.same period in each of the four years preceding. 
The figures show that for the eight months ending 
August 31 the customs revenues were: 1903, $5,829.- 
O86.90; 1902, $5.676,456.47; 1901, $5,.635,267.16: 1900, 
$4,723,821.78; 1899, $3,109,878.39. The figures repre- 
sent the total eustoms receipts expressed in United 
States currency values. 

Major General Wade, commanding the Division of the 
Vhilippines, has been notified that a fire at Los Banos, 
Leguna Provinee, Island of Luzon, on November 15 
destroved two blocks of nipa houses adjacent to the 
harracks ocenpied by the troops. ‘There was no damage 
to Government property, it being protected by the men 
of the 12th Cavalry stationed there. The fire started 
in the rear of a building occupied by an American as

The Government still continues its efforts to locate 
the property of Carter, Greene and Gaynor, which is in- 
volved in the claims against them for embezzlement. It 
has instituted a suit in equity in the U.S. Circuit at 
Lynchburg, Va., to subject the stock of the Norfolk and 
Western Railway Company standing in the name of L. 
Laflin Kellogg, of New York, who is alleged to be the 
attorney and trustee of Benjamin D. Greene, “a citizen 
of Connecticut temporarily residing in the city of Que- 
bee,” to payment of demands alleged to be due to the 
United States Government. The stock has been tied up 
by an injunction preventing its transfer.. 

Pvts. Harry Lindon and James McNally, military 
prisoners, who were confined in an iron barred cell at 
Castle Williams, Governors Island, escaped Dec. 24. 
Another prisoner, Pvt. Frank Becker, also got out of 
the cell, but was recaptured by Private Allen, the sen- 
tinel on post. The cell the three men occupied is on 
the second tier. They sawed the bars of the window 
and let themselves to the ground by a rope made of bed- 
ding. Two steel saws, that had been smuggled into the 
cell, were found on the ground under the window, and a 
20 foot rope of bedclothes dangled from a bar. It is be- 
lieved that the prisoners boarded a small boat used by 
dredgers who are working off the island and made their 
way to the mainland of Manhattan. 

Capt. Charles O'Neil, U.S.N., promoted rear ad- 
miral by the retirement of Rear Admiral Sumner on 
Jan. 1, has for the past seven years been the chief of the 
Bureau of Ordnance with the temporary rank of rear 
admiral, and will retire on March 15 next, because of 
reaching the age of 62.

On the 
second cruise he was shipwrecked in the East Indies and 
was adrift for days with five companions in a small boat 
before being rescued. With the outbreak of the rebellion 
he was one of the first to volunteer and was appointed 
a master’s mate. In this rank he was on the famous 
Cumberland when she was sunk by the Merrimac. In 
the latter event, for the rescue of Lieutenant Morris, he 
was commended and promoted to be an acting master in 
the Navy, and the incidents of the battle made such an 
impression that he began a career as a student of ord- 
nance and armor, which has placed him in the first rank 
in scientific circles. All through the rebellion Rear Ad- 
miral O'Neil saw active service in different ships and 
in fights innumerable, and at the end of the war he was 
a lieutenant and acknowledged one of the bravest an! 
most competent officers. His subsequent career took him 
in various duties to every part of the globe. His ser- 
vices ashore were confined exclusively to ordnance stud- 
ies and work.

ADAPTING ARMY DRILL TO NAVAL NEEDS. 


In response to a request for suggestions as to a revi- 
sion of the Infantry Drill Regulations, Lieut. Comdr. 
W. F. Fullam, U.S.N., head of the Department of Ord- 
nance, Naval Academy, has written to Captain Ramsey, 
recorder of the board, a ietter making suggestions as to 
the adaption of the regulations to naval uses. He says: 


“My dear Captain:—My duties here have so occupied 
my time that I could not, until now, take advantage of 
the opportunity you so kindly gave me to comment upor 
certain points in Infantry Drill Regulations. If it is not 
too late J beg permission to make a few statements and 
suggestions based upon several years’ experience in 
charge of the Battalion of Midshipmen, and in practical 
drills with seamen of the Navy. 

“In the first place every naval officer, no matter what 
his training may have been in this line, will acknowledge 
that the Army is vastly moré competent by training 
and experience to deal with this question. But if the 
Army can, without inconvenience to itself and without 
violating any principle, take account of some of the 
Navy’s difficulties and needs, it will help tremendously 
to conform ‘o the Army Drill Regulations. The necessity 
for slight departures from Army Kegulations in the past 
will be seen from what follows. 

“The present Navy Drill Regulations are based upon 
the Army Regulations in recognition of the principle 
that we shuuld follow the Army except when our en- 
vironments—the ship, and certain conditions of naval ser- 
vice—make a departure necessary. For instance, in our 
Manual of Arms (J) par. 188, page 30, ‘Handbook of In- 
fantry and Artillery U.S. Navy,’ the rule is, ‘bring the 
piece to a trail at the instant of taking up a march, in 
the absence of any other command.’ This departure from 
the Army rule to bring the piece to the shoulder at the 
preparatory command was necessary, because our men 
are so often formed and marched on covered decks, 
or under awnings, skid-heams, bridges, etc., on board 
ship. This rule has been followed for several years mm 
the Navy, and by the battalion of midshipmen, and it 
has many practical advantages aside from the main 
reason for its adoption. There are so many short move- 
ments in the school of the company and battalion, such 
as ‘Companies, right,’ and ‘Change direction by the right 
flank’ (being in close column), etc., in which the trail 
can be used during the movement with less trouble tu 
officers and men. 

“In case the men are to move a considerable distance, 
any other position may be taken hy command, either 
before or after the march begins. If, therefore, the Army 
would consent to adopt this rule, it would prevent the 
necessity of a change on our part. This question of us- 
ing the trail is referred to later on in another connection. 

“With our young apprentices, and our enlisted men 
generally, who are not so accustomed to carrying a rifle, 
and who become more easily fatigued, the position on 
the left shoulder has been used quite as much as that 
on the right, in order to give a complete rest to the 
right side of the body. And it seems, also, to be easier 
to bring the rifle from the left shoulder to the port order 
or any other position—it can be done with less tendency 
to derange the position of the head—and in making a 
marching salute the position of ‘port’ is taken with more 
snap than in coming from the right shoulder. For these 
reasons the Navy has made this position quite as much 
a part of the manual as any other, and in order to avoid 
confusion in giving command, and to prevent the men 
from mistuking ‘right’ shoulder from ‘left’, or the re- 
verse, when commands are not heard distinctly, we have 
called the position on the left shoulder ‘slope arms’. 
This distinct name leaves the single word ‘shoulder’ tu 
be used for the position on the right shoulder. The term 
slope might give way to the old support if thought pre- 
ferable. It is submitted that the present Naval Manual, 
which departs from that of the Army only in the more 
general use of the trail and slope, gives great freedom 
and ease to the men. It has given great satisfaction in 
the Navy. 

“In answer to questions eight and nine in the type- 
written circular, I would say that the Navy Manual has 
not required the plece to be brought to the shoulder at 
the command ‘double time’. The trail, port, shoulder 
and slope have been used indiscriminately (the trail from 
the halt, as in quick time), thus giving perfect freedom 
and mobility. The plan has worked well for many years, 
and it prevents the necessity of thinking about the pieve 
in connection with marching—the piece takes care of it- 
self at all times, whether at a halt or on the march. 

“I would most respectfully suggest a consideration of 
the horizontal trail—holding the plece at balance, hori- 
zontally, in the right hand, May not this position be 
casier than the inclined trail, and with the new and 
shorter Army rifle, and the increased distance between 
ranks may it not be perfectly practicable? 

“] saw the English Army use this trail a few years 
ago, and at that time they always used the trail without 
command in movements from the halt. I am not sure 
whether they do it now or not; but it looked well and 
seemed so practical. 

“In line with the general suggestion to avoid unneces- 
sarily changing the position of the piece in connection 
with marching movements, I would respectfully invite 
attention to the following points: Infantry Drill Regula- 
tions, U.S Army, 1901, par. 336, ‘Being in close column. 
To take full distance if marching in quick time’: “The 
cuptains of companies in rear of the first, halt them at 
the command march, and put them in march as above 
explained.’ The battalion being at the shoulder, the 
second company halts, brings the pieces to the order, 
brings them again to the shoulder, and takes up the 
march again all in the short time (only a few seconds), 
necessary to gain full distance. In the case of small 
companies there is herdly time for the second company 
to execute these several movements, and for this reason 
the naval companies being small, as a rule, our regula- 





tions require that all companies in rear of the the first 
mark time at the command march, moving forward 
when at full distance. Even in the case of four or six 


companies the time ts short for the company in rear, and 
no change of the piece is required. If it is deemed pos- 
sible to consider each maneuver in- this manner, with a 
view to avoid changing the position of the piece un- 
necessarily, and if the trail is also adopted in moving 
from the halt, the men will be saved much trouble. 
“The proposition to make the distance between ranks 
both in line and column is most welcome. In 1898, as a 
concession to freedom of movement of the blue jacket 
in marching, the distance between ranks in line was 
fixed by the Navy Regulations at thirty-six inches—the 
Same as in column of fours. But owing to the restricted 
space for formations on board ship, it was specified that 
the rear rank should close to facing distance at a halt. 
This latter rule is in other réspects an advantage, per- 
haps in that the rear rank is not compelled to move 
while at a halt in order to stack arms or to execute the 
firings. etc. This plan has worked exceedingly well. 
“As regards the Manual of Arms generally, it woulda 
be a joy to the Navy, which has so little time to devote 
to Infantry drill, if a manual could be devised which 
would as far as possible be independent of the piece—one 
which. would answer in the main for any piece. Of 
course the ‘oading and firing and a few minor points 
must accord with the peculiar mechanism of the rifle: 
but the positions—order, present. trail, shoulder (rignt 
and left). etc.. and the general method of getting from 
one position to another might, it would seem, be made 
so direct and simple, and the rules admit of such free- 


dom that frequent changes in the manual may be rend- 
ered unnecessary in the future. 

“Single rank. May it not be possible to have a method 
of forming single rank from double rank, and the re- 
verse (for sinall details particularly), in the same genera! 
roanner as if deploying and assembling skirmishers— 
that is, in which the front and rear rank men stand in 
the same relative position in close as in extended order? 
This was done in the Navy Regulations and has been 
useful for our small squads and special details. 

“Referring to the question as to ‘What movements in 
the entire drill regulations could be omitted,’ ‘with a view 
to simplicity,’ the following suggestions,are submitted: 

“Abolish the columns of two entirely; always use the 
columns of files from a halt. Column of fours may be 
formed frozn column of files, or the reverse, by such 
commands as right tlank, fours left, 2. March; or 1. 
Fours left, right flank, 2. March. There is no more need 
of having two different ways of marching two abreast 
than there is of having two ways of marching four 
abreast. JI have tried this at the Naval Academy with 
the battalion of midshipmen, and it works perfectly well. 
There is practically no delay, or loss of distance, the 
ground gained being about the same in either case, 

“Abolish Platoon Columns. This formation of the bat- 
talion can be easily dispensed with at a halt; and on the 
march the ‘Line of companies in columns of fours’ is 
preferable, and a line of platoons in column of fours 
would be more practical also. 

“Taking into account the many formations permissible 
under the sixth and seventh paragraphs, art. 270, page 
141, of the Army Drill Regulations, may not many of the 
evolutions of the regiment be omitted? 

“It being quite impossible for naval officers or enlisted 
men to learn or to practice all these evolutions it was 
deemed necessary in the ‘Evolutions of the brigade (the 
Army Regiment) Hand Book of Infantry and Artillery’ 
to omit all but a few of the formations and evolutions 
of the regiments, and to depend upon the simultaneous 
movements by companies and battalions to put the nava! 
force into the desired formation required by the situation. 
And it has been demonstrated that this system of treat- 
ing a number of battalions in the same manner as a 
number of companies are treated in the School of the 
Battalion answers all practical purposes for our small 
naval forces. Would all these formations and evolutions 
ever be used in active service, and are they even neces- 
sary for parades and ceremonies? 

“If the Drill Regulations can he shortened and simpli- 
fied by the abolition of all formations and evolutions 
that are not actually needed more time may be devoted 
to, the formations that are of practical importance,” 


The Senate Committee on Commerce has reported fa- 
vorably upon the bill introduced by Senator Frye, provid- 
ing “for the removal and destruction of derelicts.” A 
statement from the Hydrographic Office accompanying 
the report shows that in the decade from 1893 to 1902 
fifty-seven vessels collided with derelicts, three making 
a total loss, thirty-seven being seriously and eleven 
slightly damaged. In the ten years previous there were 
forty-five collisions. Derelicts average nineteen a month 
and they usually remain afloat about thirty days. Most 
of them are lumber schooners or coasting vessels. Con- 
gress authorized participation in an international agree- 
ment for the construction of a special vessel for destroy- 
ing wrecks and derelicts, but nothing has been done. Sen- 
ator Frye’s bill authorizes the construction of such a 
vessel and gives the control of derelict destruction to the 
Secretary of Commerce and Labor. It also provides for 
the detail of the nearest Government vessel to sink the 
derelict. Wireless telegraphy is expected to aid in the 
scout for derelicts. Some derelicts have been sighted as 
much as forty-five times without an attempt to destroy 
them, which is a difficult job. One waterlogged lumber 
schooner, the Drisko, continued afloat after the U.S.S. 
San Francisco had fired in her three torpedoes, each 
loaded with thirty-six pounds of gun-cotton. She was 
finally cut in two by ramming and her stern sank by 
firing ‘shells into it. Senator Hale has also introduced 
a bill providing for a special 1,000-ton vessel to patrol 
the steamship lines for derelicts.

The Ordnance Department of the Army has manu- 
factured a working model of a disappearing gun 
carriage. which has been mounted in one of the offices 
of the Ordnance Department at the War Department. 
The model! is exactly similar to the carriage as it is 
now used at the various sea coast fortifications. Tt is 
made of steel and its mechanism is perfect. 


ARMS FOR MUSICIANS. 

wo General Staff has made the following memorandum 
report: 

The Chief of Ordnance, Sept. 5, 1903, requests informa- 
tion relating to swords and other arms for bands, trum- 
peters and musicians. These requests are under four 
heads and their nature is indicated by the answers 
thereto below with numbers corresponding to the ques- 
tions asked, which are recommended to be made. 

1. As both G.O. Nos. 81 and 132, A.G.O., series of 1902, 
make no reference to arms to be carried by bands, trum- 
peters and musicians, except to require drum majors of 
mounted bands to carry sabers, these orders do not re- 
voke G.O. No. 65, A.G.O., series of 1895, relating to arms 
for these enlisted men. 

2. Revolvers with ammunition and equipments there- 
for, for all members of bands, trumpeters and musicians, 
and Cavalry sabers for use of drum majors of mounted 
bands only, will be issued to officers in charge of bands 











and to company commanders. A general order author- * 


izing these issues and regulating the use of the arms 
will appear. 

G.O. No. 60, A.G.O., series of 18%, abolishes the 
carrying of swords by bands or musicians of foot troops. 
But the general order referred to will abolish their use 
except as there stated. 

4. Sabers should not be issued to dismounted drum 
majors. Those issued to drum majors of mounted bands 
should be of the pattern carried by enlisted men of the 
arm of service to which the band belongs. 

When serving strictly as bandsmen, trumpeters and 
musicians, there is no occasion for these men to carry 
arms, except possibly in the case of the drum major of 
a mounted band where a saber might be carried as now 
directed. The men have their musical instruments to 
carry and in time of peace should not be encumbered by 
weapons of the combatant force. But for protection, for 
defense rather than offense, in time of war, and for 
emergencies at other times—such as performing the duty 
of guard-or watchman—some weapon is required. It is 
difficult to keep these men instructed in the manual of 
arms. For these reasons, the revolver seems a suitable 
weapon for arming them. It is therefore recommended 
that a general order be issued as follows: 

Ordnance officers of posts will issue, upon proper re- 
quisition, revolvers and ammunition and equipments 
therefor, to the proper officers for the use of bands, 
trumpeters and musicians, and sabers for the use of 
drum majors of mounted bands. 

Revolvers and ammunition and equipments therefor 
will be kept by these officers in store for use by all 
bandsmen, trumpeters and musicians when they take the 
field, and for use in case of emergencies. The Cavalry 
sabers will be issued to drum majors of mounted bands, 
and will be carried by them at all times, when on duty.

CONSTRUCTION WORK AT VANCOUVER. 
Vancouver Barracks, Wash., Dec. 17, 1903. 
The erection of many new buildings at Vancouver 
Barracks was begun this year and already some idea can 
be gained as to how the new post will look when con- 
pleted. Several buildings are now in the course of erec- 
tion with the possibility of another being added to the 
list soon, a new Department Headquarters building, the 
plans for which were sent to Washington some time ago, 
but were rejected by the Quartermaster General, who sen' 
instead a plan of the administration building at Fort 
Totten and suggested that one like it be erected here. The 
new plan calls for a building costing about $200,000, the 
construction of which will be entirely of brick with terra 
cotta trimmings and all modern conveniences. If the 
plans are accepted there is a possibility that it will be 
erected at Portland, a site for the building having already 
been offered by the city. 

The double set of artillery barracks are nearly com- 
pleted, only the plumbing and some interior work is still 
to be done. It has received several coats of lemon color- 
ed paint, which with the white trimmings and gray slate 
roof makes a striking contrast. 

The two gun sheds which are on the flat below the 
barracks have their foundation already finished and the 
beams and rafters in place. The excavation for the 
second set of infantry barracks was finished several 
ago, and soon work on the foundation will begin. 
first barracks are almost finished as well as the large 
set of bachelors’ quarters. The latter is expected to be 
ready for occupancy by the first part of January and is 
expected to accommodate all the unmarried officers in the 
garrison. The new hospital, which will contain 4 beds 
and cost $57,669, will be of brick with stone foundation, 
and will be fitted out with all the latest modern appliian- 
ces. There is great need for the new hospital ag the 
present one is much crowded and roquency patients have 
to be left in tents on the ground for lack of space.

‘This board is the first of a number that 
are to be appointed to perform a similar duty in other 
parts of the country. The board will prepare in the most 
general way plans for the torpedo defense of the chan- 
nels, which will naturally be of the most confidential 
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SECRETARY ROOT’S RECOMMENDATIONS. 

The Secretary of War and the chiefs of the various 
Army staff departments have corrected the stenographic 
reports of their statements at the hearing on the Army 
Appropriation bill and returned them to the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs. 

Secretary Root in his statement said that the ma- 
neuvers of the past two years have proven to be of great 
value, having taught the officers of the Army and Navy 
many things, such as will be thought of only when you 
start to use tools. He said: “The officers of the Regu- 
lar Army and the officers of the militia are all very 
enthusiastic about the maneuvers. In the event of war 
it would be of imicense importance to have a good un- 
derstanding between the Regulars and Volunteers, free 
from jealousy or the spirit of depreciation. Good fellow- 
ship, comradeship and a respect and understanding of 
each other would enable them to work together efficiently.” 

It was urgently recommended that a camp site be 
located on the Mexican frontier at San Antonio. Ma- 
neuvers there would be of much strategic value. The 
Secretary also urgently advised that the Government 
should furnish officers’ quarters with heavy furniture. 
He said: “Take it all in all, I think it would be a very 
great saving, as well as a very great convenience and 
comfort, if such things as bedsteads and tables and 
bureaus, the heavy things that are destroyed by being 
moved and that cost enormously to transport, were 
furnished by the Government.” 

In reply to a question by Mr. Stevens of the Com- 
wnittee, Secretary Root said he did not think any ap- 
preciable number of retired officers could be used as re- 
cruiting officers. That work needs quite active men. 

Secretary Root said he did not think it would be 
wise to eliminate the Ordnance Department from the 
detail system. He believes, and so stated to the Com- 
mittee, that there would have been no difficulty in filling 
the vacancies in the Ordnance Department if it hed not 
peen that there were no Artillery officers to send into 
the Ordnance. He believes that this condition will be 
remedied in time. He said: ‘We certainly have not yet 
gotten to the point where we can say that the experienve 
of the working of the detail system without increase of 
grade shows that it ought to be changed. My own idea 
about the way to fill the Ordnance Corps and the Signa! 
Corps is that you select the lieutenants whose previous 
performances, their examination in mathematics, physics, 
at the Military Academy, or upon their entrance ex- 
aminations, and the work that they have done in the 
line, shows that they have good capacity for work in 
the Ordnance or Signal Corps, and send them to the 
Artillery School, or to the School for Signal Officers 
and train them for the work, and then detail them 
without examination.” Secretary Root recommended the 
increase of the Artillery Corps by between 18,000 anil 
19,000 men for the coast defenses. He said, however, 
that there is no pressing need for this increase. 

The Army War College building should be enlarged to 
accommodate the General Staff and an additional ap- 
propriation of $300,000 is asked for. The following 
colloquy occurred : 

The Chairman: “In your careful study of the Army 
and its best interests, do you think it is very important 
for a man to be a good general officer to have had com- 
mand of a regiment as part of his education in the line?” 

Secretary Root: “I certainly should think so. I want 
to say something about this subject of promotion. The 
only system of promotion by selection that we have is 
that of general efficiency. When a vacancy in a general 
office is to be filled there are always two entirely dif- 
ferent considerations that come up. One is a desire to 
reward tong and faithful and meritorious service; the 
other is the duty of securing men for a position most 
competent to do the work that has to be done. It fre- 
quently happens that these do not coincide under our 
system of promotion by seniority alone, for grades be- 
iow that of general officer. ‘There is no presumption 
whatever that the best man will be at the head of the list 
of colonels, or that a colonel is more competent to per- 
form the duties of a general officer than those below 
him. His position is due solely to the fact of his longer 
continuance in the Service. When. the desire to reward 
ieng and faithful service coincides with the necessity of 
securing a man competent for the work, the situation 
will be-plain. When they do not coincide,” said the 
Secretary, “my idea has been, and Presidents McKinley, 
and Roosevelt, have both agreed with me, that there 
should be a fair and reasonable division and that a 
reasonable part of the promotions to general office should 
be made primarily with the idea of reward and that a 
reasonable part should be made primarily with reference 
to the performance of duty. That has always been as- 
sented to in time of war. It is of the highest importance 
that the Army should have in general office in time of 
peace men of ability, competent soldiers and men who 
have vigor and ambition and initiative. Now, if you 
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with the view to reward, inasmuch as all our men do 
not get up to the point where they are colonels in the 
ordinary course of seniority until] they are nearly at 
the end of their service, you would have an Army com- 
manded by generals substantially all of whom are just 
closing their careers; and are in the last year, or two 
or three years, of their active service. Most of them 
have come to the point where they have passed the en- 
thusiasm and ambition and activity of youth and they 
have reached the period of repose, and you cannot have 
a live and efficient Army which is ready to meet any 
contingencies that arise with the greatest force and 
efticiency which is generaled entirely by men who are 
just closing their careers. You must have a reasonable 
proportion of young general officers taken from men who 
are in the prime of life and who have activity and effici- 
ency.” 

We reserve a report on the hearings of the chiefs of 
the staff departments and corps for another week.

ENGLAND'S MILITARY PROBLEM. 


Through her costly experience in the South African 
War, the increasing disinclination of her volunteer forces 
to perform military service beyond seas and the dis- 
covery, already noted in these columns, of the alarming 
deterioration in the physique of those classes of popula- 
tion from which her army is chiefly recruited, England 
has been led, somewhat reluctantly, to the conviction 
that a sweeping reorganization of her military system 
is absolutely indispensable to her peace and safety. But 
it is one thing to realize the need and quite another 
thing to supply. it. Since the disclosures made by the 
Royal Commission, appointed to investigate the conduct 
of the campaign in South Africa, the question of army 
veform has engaged the attention of many of the fore- 
most Engiish statesmen, but not one of them has come 
forward with a working plan which his colleagues are 
ready to support. The trouble with the English military 
system is fundamental, and comes down at last to the 
simple question of maintaining a volunteer reserve made 
up of men who are pledged to serve in any part of the 
empire. The present reserves are not now liable to for 
eign service; they vigorously resent every movement 
to send them beyond the limits of the United Kingdom, 
and it is held in some quarters that the volunteer force 
should be abolished altogether. The advocates of this 
policy, who include some of the most distinguished offi- 
cers of the British army, frankly declare that England’s 
welfare requires compulsory military service. Lord 
Wolseley, for example, supports this view, holding that 
to provide a reserve it is necessary to have some form 
of compulsory military service. 

The idea of compulsory service is making rapid head- 
way in England. It has been taken up by The Nationa} 
Service League, a body specially organized for that pur- 
pose, and with the Duke of Wellington as its president, 
the object being to conduct a campaign of education in 
behalf of what it holds to be “the only policy which will 
give us peace and honor.” The purposes of the organi- 
zation are earnestly opposed, however, by many eminent 
men in the public life of Great Britain, one of whom, 
Mr. A. J. Balfour, Prime Minister, in a recent address 
at the United Club of London, declared that it was im- 
possible to have compulsory service to defend posses- 
sions in distant and tropical climates. It is necessary 
to depend, in the stress of war, not upon the army, but 
upon the readiness of the population of England, or its 
free colonies, to repel the aggressor. He said: “Even 
the wealth of this country, great as it is, would be wholly 
inadequate to having a voluntary and a paid army on a 
scale in any sense corresponding to the continental 
scale. All you can do, and I believe it will be enough, is 
to have an adequate army for an expeditionary force, or 
for sending reliefs to any threatened part; to have such 
an army disciplined and perfected. But if you are to 
depend upon these additional forces, you must have two 
things. You must have behind you the enthusiasm and 
the patriotism of a great people. But you must also have 
an organization so elastic that it can use the enthusiasm 
of a great people to the best advantage, and you will not 
have to improvise in time of war things which cannot 
be improvised.” 

Whether England can be induced to adopt the principle 
of compulsory service is extremely doubtful. The idea 
is repugnant to Englishmen just as it is to Americans, 
and largely, in our opinion, because it is misunderstood 
in both cases. There is a common notion that it takes 
something from the individual without giving him any- 
thing in return, and that it is an imposition to which 
he ought not to be subjected. Yet if we turn to Ger- 
many, where a rigorous and impartial system of compul- 
sory service has been in operation more than forty years, 
we find that its effect on the physical and intellectual 
condition of the people and upon the political and indus- 
trial life of the nation has been altogether wholesome. 
It has made the Germans a strong, self-reliant, progres- 
sive race with whom patriotism, courage and obedience 
to authority are cardinal virtues. Under this system the 
young German undergoes a course of physical training 
which, when he quits the military service, leaves him 
a robust manhood, which splendidly fits him for success- 
ful competition in the manifold enterprises of civil life. 
It is difficult, indeed, to study the system of compulsory 
service as practiced in Germany without realizing that it 
has contributed almost immeasurably, not only to the 
military greatness but to the industrial energy of the 





German Empire, and that the principle on which it is 
based is that of simple justice and fair play. That a 
modified form of compulsory service would be of substan- 
tial advantage to the United States and England we 
have no doubt whatever. But the likelihood that either 
country will adopt any such system in this generation 
or the next is, we must confess, extremely remote.

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ARMY CHANGES DURING 1903. 


The year 1903, which closes this week, has been one of 
noteworthy changes in the personnel of the Army. Com- 
paring the Army List, dated Dec. 20, 1903, with the 
Army Register for 1903, dated Dec. 1, 1902, we find the 
name of Young substituted for that of Miles as lieu- 
tenant general, and Chaffee advanced one file as major 
general, now heading the iist. Hughes and G. W. Davis 
have disappeared ‘from the list of active major generals 
and Wade, Sumner and Wood have been added to it, 
bringing Randall to the head of the brigadiers. No 
brigadier generals have died or been retired during the 
year, but promotions to major general and an increase ot 
one, by the General Staff law, have resulted in the promo- 
tion of Colonels Moore and Carr, of the Cavalry; Colonel 
Hains, of the Engineers, and Colonel Barry, A.G., to be 
brigadier generals. Major General Corbin, Adjutant 
General, is now in command of the Department of the 
East, and Colonel Hall is acting as Adjutant General. 
Burton has succeeded Breckinridge as Inspector General, 
and Humphrey Ludington as Quartermaster General. The 
heads of the other staff departments remain without 
change. 

In the Cavalry the senior colonel, Lebo, has gone up 
five files in lineal rank, the senior lieutenant colonel, 
Stanton, fifteen files; the senior major, Pearson, sixteen ; 
the senior captain, Nicholson, eighteen; the senior first 
lieutenant, McCormack, twenty-two, and the senior sec- 
ond lieutenant, Jacobs, eleven; but Early, who was at the 





foot of the second lieutenants last year, has gune up twen- * 


ty-seven files, and 2d Lieuts. Disque, Perkins, Barton, 
Scott and Walker each thirty files. In the Artillery 
the senior colonel, Morris, has gone up eleven files; the 
senior lieutenant colonel, Thorp, twelve files; the senior 
major, Wood, thirteen; the senior captain,: Price, six- 
teen; the senior first lieutenant, Cassels, twenty-two, 
the senior second lieutenant, Stevens, only eight files, 
though the junior has advanced nineteen files. In the 
Infantry, Kline, the senior colonel, gains one file; Hoyt, 
the senior lieutenant colonel, twenty; Paulding, the sen- 
ior major, twenty-six; Vogdes, the senior captain, thir- 
ty-one; Macklin, the senior first lieutenant, forty-five, 
and Wilson, the senior second lieutenant, only nine files, 
though the junior second lieutenapt of last year has ad- 
vanced ninety-eight files.

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Copies of the pamphlet containing information about 
a project for a Navy General Staff have been mailed to 
every officer in the Service. The advocates of the scheme 
are confining themselves to distributing information 
about it in the hope that, when the details of the scheme 
are fully understood, a general appreciation will be 
aroused of the need for the establishment of a General 
Staff and that this will develop into a demand upon Con- 
gress. Those in touch with the sentiment in Congress 
on the subject are dubious about the outlook for legisla- 
tion this session providing for a General Staff. There 
are many members of both Houses who, while not op- 
posed to a General Staff for the Navy, claim they do 
not know enough about the plan to pass upon it. ‘They 
would prefer to appoint a joint committee of the two 
Houses to take up the question and after a thorough 
study of the needs of the Navy in this regard report to 
Congress at the next session what, if any, legislation 
along this line is needed. Secretary Moody has said 
that he would regard such a step by Congress as de- 
cidedly favorable to the General Staff idea, and it is pos- 
sible he will unofficially suggest the advisability of ap- 
pointing a joint committee to take up this subject. 

One of our correspondents sends us an address on the 
subject of intemperance in the Army, delivered by Rev. 
A. L. Shear, in the First Congregational church of Cal- 
umet, Mich., of which he is pastor. Our correspondent 
asks us to answer it. What was said on this subject in 
our issue of Nov. 28 is a sufficient reply to these wild 
statements from the Calumet pulpit, and an “ex-Volun- 
teer,”’ who writes to the Mining Gazette of Calumet, has 
made effective use of the same facts in reply to the cler- 
gyman. There is undoubtedly too much drunkenness 
in the Army; if there is any at all it is too much. A 
sober statement of the facts might have been of service, 
but unfortunately such clergymen as this Mr. Shear are 
inclined to one of the worst forms of intemperance, 
which is intemperance of statement. This is shown by 
his assertions that the Regular soldier is more given to 
drunkenness than the Volunteer, and that the drunken- 
ness in the Regular Army is the result of the canteen. 
This is precisely the reverse of the truth, as Rev. Shear 
could have learned if he had listened to the published 
statements of hurmdreds of responsible officers whose sig- 
natures are attached to their reports. But as their tes- 
timony to the truth would not support his argument, 
he confines himself to quotations from anonymous re- 
ports received by him from men who are too cowardly 
to make themselves responsivle for what they say. What- 
ever truth there may be in his general statements, the 
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clergyman’s specific charges are not accompanied by any 
evidence and no one would condemn a dog on the strength 
of what he says. If, as this reverend gentleman de- 
clares, he knows of a post adjutant who is in the habit 
of getting so drunk on duty that he is incapable of trans- 
acting business, why does he not send the facts to the 
War Department, which would soon bring the delinquent 
to account, instead of making a general charge against 
the whole Army? And what town does Mr. Shear refer 
to when he quotes a friend of his in the employ of the 
Government as saying, “pointing to a town across the 
bay,” that “ nearly all the girls in that town had been 
ruined by the soldiers, and that but few of the homes 
there know what purity is since the presence of the 
Army?” This is a most infamous charge to bring against 
the entire female population of an American town, and it 
is doubly infamous, coming from one whose calling 
should make him a believer in the possibility of purity 
in women, even in the presence of temptation. It is ob- 
viously impossible for any one to take a census of the 
number of unchaste women in the private families of a 
town, and the recklessness of statement shown by such 
an assertion as this is the touchstone which reveals the 
character of this clergyman’s address as a whole.

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Artillery experts in Europe are greatly interested in 
the new weapon now being issued to the Swiss artillery, 
which is regarded by some as superior to all others in 
use. A professional critic, writing in the Military Mail 
of London, says of the piece: “I declare without hesi- 
tation that it is the best gun of its pattern in the world. 
It is, of course, a quick-firer and recoils, as every field 
gun should do, on its own slide, while it fires at the enor- 
mous rapidity of 30 shots per minute. It is provided 
with steel shields for the protection of the gunners, but 
for all that it is by no means a heavy gun. It has caused 
something like a sensation among German artillerists 
who have examined it, and who now declare that it is 
immensely superior in every respect to the field gun with 
which the German artillery was recently re-armed, which 
weighs practically as much and only fires eight shots a 
minute. I hope this weapon has been noticed by our 
ordnance officials, and for their information I may add 
that it was designed, selected, manufactured, and served 
out in less time than it has taken us to make up our 
minds what sort of a gun we will arm our field artillery 
with in place of the present obsolete weapon.”

At a conference held this week between the President 
and the Secretary of War, it was decided to promote 
to the grade of major general and immediately retire 
several of the brigadier generals of the Army. A definite 
decision was also reached to promote to the grade of 
brigadier general a large number of Civil War colonels 
and place them in turn on the retired list. All of these 
promotions and retirements will occur as a result of 
the retirement on January 9, 1904, of Lieut. Gen. 8. B. 
M. Young and the promotion of Major Gen. Adna R. 
Chaffee to be Lieutenant General and Chief of Staff. 
It is announced at the War Department that the names 
of the officers to be made major generals and brigadier 
generals and retired will be sent to the Senate on 
January 4, 1904. Prior to that time the Department 
will not state who have been selected for pro- 
motion and retirement or those who will be permanently 
appointed to fill the vacancies in the grade of major 
and brigadier general. Neither will the War Depart- 
ment announce the name of the officer to be made 
first assistant to the Chief of Staff. 











We have the highest authority for the statement that 
no consideration has been given by either the President 
or the Secretary of War to the proposition to nominate 
Major Gen. Henry ©. Corbin, Adjutant General, to be 
a major general in the line of the Army. It has been 
erroneously stated that such a proposition was under 
consideration. At the War Department it is said that 
it would he possible for the President to nominate Gener- 
al Corbin to be a major general in the line, just as it 
would be possible for him to nominate any other person 
for such rank, but if he was appointed he would have 
to become the junior major general and no reason can 
be seen why such action should be taken Genera) Cor- 
bin is a major general and, although a staff officer, there 
is ample precedent for his commanding troops, as he 
undoubtedly will until his retirement. The ARMY AND 
Navy JourNAL is authorized to deny that there is a plan 
to transfer General Corbin to the line and make him the 
junior major general,

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The British Government has gotten into trouble with 
Persia over a matter of official etiquette. Lord Ourzon, 
Viceroy of India, who was making a stately progress 
up the Persian Gulf on a fine battleship, with several 
cruisers in attendance, stopped at Bushire, where he 
awaited a visit from the Persian Governor of Fars. Ori- 
ental etiquette required the Governor to make the first 
call, but this he declined to do, under orders from the 
Shah. Lord Curzon promptly sailed away, leaving the 
Persian Governor to do what he pleased with the grand 
preparations for the reception on shore. The British 
Government has directed its envoy at Teheran to demand 
explanations from the Shah in person, with an intima- 
tion that unless the explanations are of a more satis 
factory nature than the facts in evidence suggest, Hng- 
land’s attitude toward Persia and her ruler will under- 
go a serious change. 
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RECOMMENDATIONS CONCERNING ARTILLERY 


The question of the reorganization of Field Artillery 
batteries having been submitted to the General Staft or 
the Army for consideration, the following recommenda- 
tions have been made to the Chief of Staff: “1. That 
the Chief of Ordnance be directed to ship all the ma~- 


terial for the first one of the new batteries as soon av 
practicable after completion thereof to Fort Riley, Kas. 
That the battery there be assembled, officered, manned, 
horsed, fully equipped and supplied with ammunition, 
and that an exhaustive series of experiments be made 
under the supervision of the Light Artillery Board, tho 
results obtained and rec dations as to organiza- 
tion, personnel and material to be embodied in a re- 
port to the Chief of Staff.” Pending above action, the 
enly other recommendation in regard to organization ot 
field batteries, made to settle question of stable and gun 
shed capacity incident to immediate construction at a 
certain post were the following: “The new store wagon 
for 3-inch material to be horsed in the same manner as 
the battery wagon, Viz., with six horses. Gun sheds 
to provide space for eighteen carriages with ground space 
sufficient to provide for extension to cover four more 
carriages. Stables to furnish accommodations for 130 
horses, with ground space sufficient to provide for exten- 
sion to accommodate twenty-four in addition.” 

The Chief of Staff has approved a report made by the 
General Staff, on the practicability of placing Artillery 
officers on the unassigned list in order to make them 
available for duty as post quartermaster, commissary, po- 
lice officer, etc. They say: “The present conditions of 
service in the Artillery Corps are such that the num- 
ber of officers available for company duty is already far 
short of the full complement. ‘To place any more upon 
the unassigned list to enable them to devote their ex- 
clusive attention to post staff duties is inadvisable and 
would in uo way improve existing conditions. District 
and post commanders must, therefore, use their best judg: 
ment in assigning officers to post staff duties from the 
quota of duty officers available. It should also be clearly 
understood that officers assigned to duty as district staff 
officers are not in general available for post staff duties, 
as a proper and thorough performance of their legiti- 
mate work will occupy all their time. If in any case 
local conditions are such that a district staff officer can 
perform post staff duties without interfering with his 
legitimate work it should be so reported, and if circum- 
stances seem to warrant it, special exemption may be 
authorized. Paragraphs 2 and 3, G.O. 141, A.G.O., 1901, 
should be rescinded and a new order issued as recom 
mended by the Chief of Artillery.” 
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MOROS BURIED WITH PIGS. 


In our Philippine news of Dec. 12 we published with 
some reservation a story from the Manila Cablenews of 
Oct. 30 to the effect that Lieut. Col. Alexander Rodgers, 
of the 15th U.S. Cav., had buried a pig in the same 
grave with a fanatical Moro in the Island of Jolo, who 
was killed after murdering an American soldier. It ap- 
pears that the proceeding was authorized by Col. 
William M. Wallace, commanding the 15th Cavalry, as 
a means of impressing the Mohammedan natives, who be- 
lieve that if their dead bodies come into contact with 
pigs their souls will be barred from heaven. Colonel 
Wallace gives us the facts of the case as follows: 

“Soon after my arrival in Jolo in January, 1902, two 
Juramentados, so-called, ran amuck through the streets 
of the town. They passed the sentinel at the Main Gate, 
having their barongs hidden in bamboo cases. The sen- 
tinel, however, suspected them and attempted to take 
hold of one of the cases, whereupon both men made off, 
drawing their barongs as they ran. ‘They succeeded in 
striking one soldier on the head before they were both 
shot down. 

“I had been informed that the Juramentados had dis- 
appeared absolutely from Singapore after the dead bodies 
of several of them had been buried with pigs. It was 
evident to me that the terrible fanaticism must be stopped 
immediately, therefore I orderd that a pig be killed and 
buried with the bodies of the two Juramentados, but in 
the meantime several Moro chiefs earnestly besought me 
not to do so. I countermanded the order, but warnea 
the chiefs that the next Juramentados might expect to 
be buried with a pig, and that if they were so buried, 
they certainly never would go to a seventh heaven. <A 
month or two after this, one Saturday morning aboui 
8 o'clock, Troop H, 15th Cav., was leading into line for 
inspection, when four Moros were seen coming down 
the road. At about one hundred yards distant two 
stopped, the remaining two advanced to within twenty- 
five yards of the troop of Cavalry, which was fully armed 
and equipped; then drawing their barongs, they rushed 
frantically at the soldiers. One soldier, who had his 
back turned, was badly cut, but the next moment both 
Juramentados had been shot down. Every effort was 
made to identify the chiefs who had instigated this at- 
tack, but to no purpose. 

“On about March 8 1903, a Juramentado attacked 
a party of eight men of the Engineer Corps, wno were 
blasting out rock for the pier. It was noon and the men 
were having their dinner, when a Moro sprang from the 
jungle close at hand. He was armed with an old-fash- 
ioned musket and the barong that all Moros carry. He 
aimed the gun, pulled the trigger, but fortunately the 
weapon was not discharged. It was found afterwards 
to be loaded to the muzzle with a ball and buckshot and 
a quantity of nails and small pieces of iron. Throwing 
the rifle down in the sand, the Juramentado rushed sin- 
gle handed upon the party and before he could be stopped 
one of the men was so badly cut that he died before he 
could be gotten to the hospital. This Moro continue:! 
to cut his victim after he had been shot several times 
with the regulation pistol. The ball is not large enougi 
to stop a man who intends to fight until he is killed; al- 
most any one of the shots which entered the body of the 
Moro must have proved fatal after a time, but instantly 
there was no apparent effect. 

“Another attack by a Juramentado occurred on the 
day before the engineer was killed. It was Sunday at- 
ternoon. In the town of Tullai, immediately outside of 
the wall of the city of Jolo, a crowd of Filipinos, Moros 
and Chinamen were interested in a cock fight, when sud- 
denly a Moro drew his barong and commenced to chop 
right and left; one man was killed and several woundet 
before the fanatic could be shot down. 

“On March 13, 1903, three Juramentados ran amuck 
in the market place. They killed three men outright, 
chopping them terribly. One woman was also badly cui 








and one other man wounded seriously. After the slaugh- 
ter, the market place having been deserted, the Jura- 
mentados waited for the troops and when Captain El- 
tinge and Lieutenant Partridge arrived with a detach- 
ment of twelve mounted men, they were rushed upon by 
the fanatics. One soldier was struck and one horse wa» 
cut slightly. All three Moros were killed. It was evi- 
dent that drastic measures were necessary, and a pig was 
buried with the last three Juramentados. After that 
there was no case of Juramentadoism up to the time | 
left Jolo, in September, 1903. Nine Juramentados had 
attacked and been killed during the twelve months pre- 
ceding the last one. 

“A Juramentado is a Mohammedan Moro who re- 
solves to die killing Christians. He must first obtain 
the permission of his parents and also receive their bless- 
ing. Then he must have the permission of his chief, af- 
ter the Sultan is supposed to authorize the Juramentado 
to go forth on his mission of death. After being ordained 
by the priest, the Juramentado completes his prepara- 
tions by taking a sacred bath, shaving his eyebrows, and 
cutting his finger and toe nails to the quick. He firmly 
believes he will go to the seventh heaven when he dies, 
this is his sole reward. I have never known of one of 
them to fail to fight to the death, after he once drew 
his barong. The hodies of Juramentados are never 
claimed by their friends. The Moro chiefs pretend to 
have an utter contempt for them. Nevertheless they are 
without doubt worked upon and finally sent out to die 
killing Christians by their chiefs. The intention is evi- 
dently to prevail upon the Americans to leave the coun- 
try. There are 50,000 Moros on the Island of Jolo, 
which is about thirty-seven miles long by an average 
width of from five miles in the narrowest, to about fif- 
teen in the widest place. Jolo is the only garrisoned 
place on the island. It was garrisoned by four troops of 
the 15th Cavalry, afterwards reinforced by four com- 
panies of the 11th Infantry, lately relieved by the 17th 
Infantry and 14th Cavalry.” 
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COURT MARTIAL OF LIEUTENANT SHARON. 

We have received advices from Manila this week 
concerning the court-martial of 1st Lieut. George B. 
Sharon, 30th U.S. Inf., under charges the specifications 
of which allege embezzlement of Post Exchange funds 
to the amount of $1,902.54, and of neglect of duty. The 
court found him not guilty of the first charge including 
embezzlement. but guilty of neglect of duty, and sen- 
tenced him “to be reduced in rank twenty-five files, so 
that his name will appear in the Army Register just be- 
low that of Ist Lieut. F. H. Burton, and to be repri- 
manded by the reviewing authority.” Brig. Gen. 
Randall, commanding the Department of the Luzon, in 
reviewing the proceedings, holds that the claim that the 
accused was robbed is entirely unsupported, and that 
the accysed has been given the benefit not of a reason- 
able doubt, but of a vague conjecture. He accordingly 
disapproves the findings with the exception of the find- 
ings on the third charge, of which he says: “The finding 
of guilty under the third charge and its specifications is 
approved. Aside from the question whether the box 
was interfered with, it was gross recklessness to keep 
mouey entrusted to him in such a place. There were 
fourteen safes in the post and no good reason appears 
why the bulk of the money except a little for change 
should not have been deposited in one of them. The 
sentence 1s approved as punishment for this offense, and 
will be duly executed.”

PERSONNEL OF THE GENERAL STAFF. 

To THe Eprror or THE ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

A natural inference from a reading of the first report 
of the Chief of Staff is that the officers now detailed 
for duty as members of the General Staff are the best 
of their grades in the Service available for such detail, 
such fact having been determined after a careful con- 
sideration of the etticiency records of all officers of 
similar grades in the Service and of these records alone. 
This would seem to be the idea intended to be conveyed 
by the report. 

Such being the case, it is, of course, possible that the 
implication is true, but it-is a rather peculiar fact that, 
with the exception of two general officers who, from the 
conditions involved, were necessarily selected, every 
single officer so detailed is a graduate of West Point. I 
yield to no man, not even to a graduate, in apprecia- 
tion of the Academy or its products and freely and 
giadly accord hoth to it and its graduates, as a body, my 
great respect and admiration, but the question naturally 
urises, is there ne single oflicer in the Service from any 
other source who is as competent for the detail as the 
least competent of those who have been detailed, with 
the two exceptions noted, from one source? 

If there is not such an officer then it is high time that 
proper steps be taken in order that all officers be de- 
rived from the particular source referred to and als» 
that some means more strenuous than those now em- 
ployed be adopted to improve and qualify all officers now 
in service from other sources, 

It is not desired to detract from the ability or com- 
petency of any officer now detailed for this duty, nor is it 
meant to imply that any one of them is not able in 
every way to discharge satisfactorily the duties of his 
diffieult and highly responsible office, but it is thoughi 
there are officers in the Service, other than graduates of 
West Point, whose abilities and records are at least the 
equals of those of the least competent man now de- 
tailed. 

If this be true, a proper proportion of those officers 
should have been detailed to this duty in the name of 
common fairness. - Had this been done, the impression 
would not be abroad in the Service, as it now is, that, 
whatever the theory, practically speaking, only graduates 
of West Point are really and truly to be considered in 
the matter of the make-up of the General Staff. 

Snch an impression seems to be justified by the facts 
of the case, for it is nothing short of preposterous to 
assert that there are no officers in the Service other than 
graduates who are mentally and professionally the 
equals of the weakest member of the present detail. The 
absence of such officers on the detail constitutes such an 
assertion or something else. The whole history of the 
Service contradicts any such assumption. 

The records show that regimental and post staff posi- 
tions have been repeatedly occupied by non-graduates 
with distinguished ability and the difficult and responsi- 
ble duties performed to the entire satisfaction of their 
commanding officers. They also show that not all by 
any means of the honor and distinguished graduates of 
the Service schools are graduates of West Point, al- 
though many of the latter have attended said schools. 








They further indicate that many officers from other 
sources have time and again performed field duty in 
the most gallant, thorough and intelligent manner to 
the complete satisfaction of the highest authorities, 


And finally they indicate that, prior to the establishment . 


of the General Staff, the only avenues of promotion 
available to officers by selection for merit and well known 
efficiency were open to them and that they were in fact 
given fully half the vacancies as they occurred from time 
to time. 

These “avenues” referred to were (1) vacancies jy 
the various staff corps, including the Signal Corps, the 
Adjutant General’s, Inspector General’s, Judge Adyo- 
cate General’s, Commissary, and Quartermaster Depart- 
ments; (2) volunteer commissions of higher grade than 
those held in the Regular establishment during the re- 
ceut war; (3) appointments to the grade of general otti- 
cer. 

Although less than half the officers of the old staff 
corps and departments above named were graduates of 
West Point, the entire eleven selected from them for 
General Staff detail were graduates. Does this mean 
that these men were the ablest in their corps and de. 
partments? It would scem so, but I do not believe thar 
is the general concensus of opinion in the Army at 
large. It does mean one of two things—either that these 
men are the ablest ones in their corps, or that some 
consideration other than merit as shown by the records 
was a determining factor in their selection. 

Officers trom sources other than West Point were coy- 
sidered capable of properly performing the duties of the 
various staff corps upon which the efficiency largely de- 
pended before the establishment of the General Staff, 
and these duties were quite as important in many re- 
spects as those now performed by members of this Staff 
and, in some cases, quite similar. This was true, not 
only at that time, but also now, yet they are suddenty 
found to be not asx competent as certain of their fel'ows 
on the inauguration of the General Staff system. Why 
is this? Many ofticers are quietly asking themselves this 
question and it is believed that others than officers w:!! 
not only do the same, but put the question where it wil! 
do more good when they know the facts. Just as the 
character of the water in a stream near its source is de- 
termined by that source, so must the result of human 
effort be largely determined. 

There is nothing in the act creating the General Staff 
that prohibits the selection of its members from a par- 
ticular class exclusively, nor, on the other hand, is 
there anything requiring such selection. Had either of 
these things been intended it would have been so stated. 
Merit and ability were clearly intended to be the guagr 
of selection and therefore the question at once arises, 
has the spirit of the law been complied with? It has 
in that men of both merit and ability have been de- 
tailed, but it has not in that these men have been taken 
from a particular class while others of at least equal 
merit and ability in other classes have been ignored. 
This has resulted in a particular class of officers being 
put in practical control of the Army in all its branches. 

It is not intimated that this opportunity will pe em- 
ployed to the injury of other classes of officers, or for 
anything but the good of the Army, and, consequently, 
the country. but it is partisan and in the very nature of 
things must bring about heart-burning, dissatisfaction, 
discord, 2 sense of injured dignity on the part of the 
omitted classes of officers, and a feeling among many ot 
them thai, becanse of their origin, no matter what their 
efforts or attainments, no matter what their faithful, 
intelligent service and honorable records, they cannot 
rise above the common level and take the place to which 
these things entitle them to have a try for. 

Graduates of West Point constitute only about one- 
third, possibly less, of the officers on the active list, and 
if the places of power and dignity are to be reserved 
for them only, then f&rewell to that spirit of healthy 
emulation which has always been characteristic of the 
— and without which no army can be really effici- 
ent. 

It may be said that the satisfaction derived from duty 
well and faithfully done should be an officer’s best recom- 
pense, but as long as they are human and retain the 
faintest trace of kinship with father Adam, I fear they 
will expect other reward also if it is to be had, or 
failing to obtain it through injustice, relax somewhat in 
their efforts and be perfectly content with a lesser 
measure of satisfaction. ;

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A CONDENSED MANUAL OF ARMS. 


San Juan, P.R., Dee. 21,. 1903. 
To THE Eptror oF Tite ARMY AND NAvy JOURNAL: 

Through the medium of your paper I wish to ask those 
of my brother Infantrymen who are interested in small 
matters to kindly test practically the very short system 
of manual of arms recently submitted by me and pub- 
lished in the ARMY AND Navy JouRNAL of Oct, 17, 1903. 
In that short description I did not merely drop the di- 
vision into motions, leaving unchanged the movements 
of the hands, except in one or two instances. In every 
instance I described the easiest, shortest, smoothest and 
most natural method of passing from one position oi 
the manual to another. 

I recently showed a brother officer what I advocated— 
using a short Mauser carbine—an unhandy piece for 
such a purpose. He immediately said: “Why that’s 
too easy. You will never get such an easy thing as 
that adopted.” Any one accustomed to handling a rifle 
can immediately execute the manual as explained by me 
in the JOURNAL, using in each case the method suggeste:! 
by nature as the easiest and shortest. And the beginner 
would find it immeasurably easier and simpler than our 
present scheme—both to learn and to remember. Take. 
for instance, the execution of order arms, from righ: 
shoulder arms, as described. 

In this connection I wish to state that a clerice! 
error—perhaps on my part—has been repeated in the 
JOURNAL. The movement following the above in my 
article is “Right Shoulder Arms” from “Port Arms.” 

Why should we perpetuate a wrong and unnecessarily 
complicated method of handling our rifle? Is it in or- 
der to worry the recruit and make him think he is ac- 
complishing something difficult? Why should we insist 
on that unnecessary and unnatural position before the 
completion of order arms? 

In coming to order arms from any other position of 
the piece the left hand should be carried to the left side 
quickly and naturally, and in each case, except in coming 
from “right shoulder arms” to the “order,” it would 
leave the piece while practically in front of the center 
of the body. 

There need be nothing loose or slip shod in the exe 
cution of these movements. Those of my comrades who 
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have seen me on the drill ground will surely acquit me 
of encouraging anything like this. : 

The tendency of the age is toward the practical and 
simple method of handling the pn and the adoption 
of something like my system will surely come in time, 
but why continue any longer an antiquated method? 1 
feel confident that if my method is given a fair test we 
will have a new manual of arms following practically 
the lines indicated in my article published in the Jour- 
xaL of Oct. 17, 1908.

ARMY BANDS. 


To rHE Epiron oF THE ARMY AND NAVy JOURNAL: 
The formation of our Army bands is simply ridiculous, 
and something should certainly be done as a remedy for 


the same. Just fancy a band of twenty-eight men, unde: 
the command of a colonel and adjutant, two commis- 
sioned officers, one bandmaster, four sergeants, eight cor- 
yorals and eleven privates, who have to do now orderly, 
kitchen, police and all other fatigues connected with such 
an organization as 1 mention. 

This is one of the great evils existing in our Army bur- 
racks and is the great cause of so many vacancies, There 
are letters after ietters written every day to Army band- 
masters, making inquiries as to position to be offered. 
They are nearly all looking for the very elevated position 
of chief trumpeter or principle musician, and if offered a 
corporalship, will either answer with a reply nearly i» 
sulting or refrain from replying altogether. 

It would be far better to grade the Army bands, raise 
their pay and dv away with the non. com. officers. Twen- 
ty-cight men is not sufficient strength either, and we 
should have at least thirty-five. The officers and the 
public generally look for music from twenty-eight men 
when the Army band turns out, but instead get the re 
sults from perhaps eighteen men on an average. They 
do not take into consideration that then out of this num- 
ber comes one bandmaster, one drum major, one priva:e 
on duty as kitchen police, one cook, and with the usual 
average On pass and the usual vacancies, if eighteen men 
turn out it is a pretty good average. 

‘Then again if the solo clarinet, solo cornet, baritone 
or bass players are sick or vacant places, the band 1s 
collapsed until their places can be filled again. With 
thirty-five men we could carry two each of these instru- 
ments. Vacancies would still exist, but we would be 
much nearer to turning out twenty-eight men than can 
be done under present enlisted strength. 

Bandmasters should be appointed by the Secretary of 
War, for they could then be ordered from one regi- 
ment to another, or from the Artillery to the Infantry 
and Cavalry and vice versa. Several of the bandmasters 
in the Cavalry and Infantry have seen foreign service, 
some on several occasions, while there are but two, to my 
knowledge, of the Artillery bandmasters who have had 
this opportunity. 

I'he writer of this article has seen service and is ac- 
guainted with nearly all of the Army bandmasters, and 
has had a chance to see these evils as they exist, and 
hopes the eyes of the proper parties may be hereby 
opened and a remedy offered at a near future time.

The act of Congress of March 3, 1899, makes provision 
or a battalion sergeant major who shall be senior to 
nd have the pay of first sergeants and the act of Feb. 

1901, provides for a color sergeant, who shall have 

ie pay and allowances of battalion sergeant major. 
Now the proposed act fixes the battalion sergeant ma- 
jor’s and the color sergeant’s pay at $25 per month and 

ie first sergeant’s pay at $36 per month. Why should 
ese non-commissioned staff officers be overlooked in 

e increase of pay? Most battalion non-commissioned 
tiff officers are old and well tried first sergeants who 

ere promoted as a reward for their good, and in many 
ises long and meritorious service that they might have a 
igher grade if the pay was equal. The duties of the 
attalion sergeant major have greatly multiplied since the 
crade was created. He must be a good clerk and have 
the knowledge of running the work of the office, for 

hich he alone is responsible to his adjutant, and with- 
out much skill it is impossible to discharge the duties 
f his office, and he is replaced by a more competent 
ian. The writer has had several years’ experience as 
rst sergeant and of a battalion sergeant major since the 
-rade was created, and finds that a greater degree of in- 
telligence is require® to hold the latter position. “In the 
\rtillery Corps the duties of the sergeant majors are 
identicaJly the same and yet one is rated at $25 and the

other at $45. To say that these ions are in reach 
of all is fair enough, but when the pay is raised men 
will be contented with their positions and vacancies will 
seldom occur. If all staff positions are made desirable, 
then to be a staff non-c issioned officer will mean 
something. If the present proposition becomes a law, 
then those deserving first sergeants that have been pro- 
moted to the head of the battalion that they so faithfully 
served in as first sergeants will seek the favor of being 
reduced in grade to their former positions and the bat- 
talion staff will loose its charm.

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NAVAL STATION WANTED AT OLONGAPO, P.I. 


Threatened international developments in the Far East 
it is hoped wili bring Congress to the realization of the 
necessity of establishing a great naval base at Olongapo 
and of further improving our naval property in the 
Philippines. In this connection a report to the Navy 
Department of Rear Admiral Robley D. Evans, com- 
manding the Asiatic Station, on the subject of naval 
stations in the Far East will be called to the atten- 
tion of the Naval Committees of the Senate and House. 
In the course of this report Rear Admiral Evans says: 

“At present the Cavite station may be said to be 
the only repair department we possess in the 
Philippines. Its facilities are of a limited character 
and particularly is this the case in connection with 
repairs necessary upon the larger vessels of the fleet. 
It cannot in any sense be considered as meeting the 
requirements of our fleet as its principal base in the 
Far East. It does, however, answer very satisfactorily 
for all the small gunboats at present composing the 
Philippine Squadron, with the exception that its dock- 
ing facilities are of no account. The lack of a suit- 
abie docking plant for our vessels is sadly felt, particular- 
ly so as the only marine railway in the Philippines 
capable of taking gunboats of as much as one thousand 
tons displacement is the one at Canacaom, which is 
owned by a private corporation not under the control 
of the Government, and the work heretofore done on 
naval vessels has proved to be unsatisfactory and the 
charges exorbitant. Considering the requirements of 
a naval base for the entire Asiatic station, I do not re- 
gard it advisable to construct and equip a station at 
Cavite. Such a station could be made only at a cost 
out of all proportions to the value of the natural ad- 
vantages of that place. The disadvantages of vulner- 
ability in time of war, shallow water, bad sanitary 
conditions and climatic conditions are so well known 
as to require no discussion, while, on the other hand, | 
know of no single important advantage possessed by Cavite 
over its neighboring port of Olongapo; and it therefore 
appears to me to be natural and advisable that the De- 
partment should regard Olongapo as our proper naval 
base and its gradual building up for such purpose should 
he commenced withont delay.” 

Rear Admiral Evans urgently recommends that Con- 
ress be asked for an appropriation for the construction 
ef a naval station at Olongapo and that the building 
up of the plant there be progressive in character, be- 
ginning with one dock capable of taking our largest 
vessels, with shops and storehouses with a capacity only 
for the present needs. 





CASE OF CIVIL ENGINEER WHITE. 

In the case of Civil Engr. U. S. G. White, vs. United 
States before the Supreme Court of the United States, 
claiming retrospectively five years’ credit, notice has al- 
ready appeared here of the decision adverse to the 
claimant under the Personnel act. The opinion of the 
court has now been printed for distribution. Some .of 
the material points in this case, giving a complete idea 
of the ground on which the decision of the court was 
made, are as follows: 

“The part of the statute particularly under considera- 
tion in this case, and upon the interpretation of which 
the right of the claimant depends, is contained in the 
third paragraph: ‘And that all officers, who have been 
or may be appointed to the Navy from civil life shall. 
on the date of appointment, be credited, for computing 
their pay, with five years’ service.’* * * 

“The reading of the statute is not altogether clear, and 
we are to arrive at the meaning of Congress by such 
aids as may be legitimately resorted to in order to de- 
termine the effect and purpose of the lawmaking power 
in the language used. The statute is part of a volumin- 
ous act to reorganize and increase the efficiency of the 
personnel of the Navy and Marine Corps of the United 
States. In the title, the language used looks to the fu- 
ture; it contemplates a readjustment of rank and pay. 
It is true that the title of the act may not control the 
plain language of the enacting clauses, but nevertheless 
we may look to the declared scope and purpose of the 
act as evidenced by its title whenever it becomes neces- 
sary, in view of the use of language, incapable by itself 
of exact construction. * * * 

“But it is urged that the plain meaning of this statute 
includes officers in the situation of the claimant and re- 
quires a readjustment of their pay for years past. The 
language used is ‘all officers that have been or may be 
appointed to the Nayy from civil life,’ and it is claimed 
that unless this construction is given to the act, violence 
is done to its terms, and to the rights intended to be 
conferred upon the claimant and other officers similarly 
situated. The proviso directs credit on the date of ap- 
pointment. It is argued that this means as of the date 
of appointment. If this be true, it is in conflict with the 
first clause of the act, which makes increased pay begin 
on June 30. * * * 

“Congress must be presumed to have had before it in 
framing this legislation the statute already in force, fix- 
ing the pay of naval officers by advancing them every 
five years through three such periods to maximum pay. 
It enacted, in the statute under consideration, that the 
officers named, appointed or to be appointed from civil 
life, should have such credit on the date of appointment 
for one purpose—‘computing their pay.’ In the light 
of the operation of the act as declared in the first clause 
to begin on the 30th of June following, we think this 
was meant, so far as it applied to officers theretofore 
appointed, and who were not receiving maximum pay, to 
give them a credit of the term of five years’ advancement 
toward full pay for the purpose of computing compen- 
sation after the beginning of the coming fiscal year. 

“While the question is not free from difficulty, we can 
not escape the conclusion that had Congress intended 
that this credit should be given, not only for the purpose 
of computing future pay, but with a view to readjusting 
past compensation, and giving gratuities for years past,

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VARIOUS NAVAL ITEMS. 


The cruiser Baltimore, which arrived at Tompkins- 
ville. N.Y., Dec. 24, after an extended cruise along the 
Cuban and South American coasts, reached the navy 
yard Dec, 27 for a general overhauling and a new battery. 

The Navy Department has been advised that the tor- 
pedo-boat destroyer Lawrence was disabled in a storm off 
Hatteras, while on her recent run with the second tor- 
pedo flotilla from Hampton Roads to Key West. Re 
pairs will be made at Key West. 

In response te a request from the State Department 
for another warship at Santo Domingo to assist the 
gunboat Newport in protecting American interests there 
from the revolutionists, the Navy Department on Dec. 
20 cabled instructions to Rear Admiral B, P. Lamberton, 
commanding the South Atlantic Squadron, now at Trini- 
dad, to send one of his vessels to Santo Domingo at 
full speed. The Department was later advised that the 
Scorpion had been sent to Santo Domingo. 

By cable the Navy Department has been informed of 
the arrival at San Juan Dec. 28 of the cruiser Buffalo 
and the torpedo flotilla which she is convoying to the 
Asiatic Station, cousisting of the destroyers Decatur, 
Chauncey, Dale, Bainbridge and Barry. The cablegram 
is brief but it is learned that the destroyers stood the 
first stage of the trip excellently and showed themselves 
in every way pe Ba. 4 of weathering heavy seas. 

Designs for the. prize trophies to be given the battle- 
ships, gunboats and torpedo destroyers after the target 
practice off Pensacola next spring have been receive'l 
at the Navy Department and approved in purt. The de- 
sign for the battleship trophy is still under considera- 
tion, and that for the destroyers has been returned for 
a slight alteration. Instead of having a_ torpedo-boat 
in bas relief on the bronze plate it has been decided tu 
have a destroyer. ‘The trophy for the gunboats is a 
bronze plate about eighteen by twenty inches. In the 
center is a 6-inch gun in firing position. Beneath is a 
scroll for the inscription and in one corner are several 
anchors. The design for the destroyer’s trophy repre- 
sents a destroyer steaming at full speed and in the dis- 
tance a second destroyer. Below is a scroll for the in- 
scription. 

Commander Reignald F. Nicholson, detail officer of the 
Bureau of Navigation, will leave the Navy Department 
next week for San Francisco where he will assume 
command of the protected cruiser Tacoma, soon to he 
commissioned at the Union Iron Works. The de- 
parture of Commander Nicholson from the Department 
is generally regretted. His administration of the most 
trying position in the Bureau of Navigation has been 
successful and, as is seldom the case, has robbed him 
of none of the wide popularity he brought there when he 
was first assigned te this duty. He will be succeeded 
by Comdr. Henry McCrea, recently commanding the gun- 
hoat Machias. 

The board of officers appointed to examine the papers 
of the candidates who took the examination for the 
position of acting carpenter in the Navy has finished 
its work and the announcement is made at the Navy De-

The Navy Department has been informed by cable from 
Bahia that the Newark, Detroit, Montgomery and Glou- 
cester, the South Atlantic Squadron, under command 
of Rear Admiral George E. Sumner, U.S.N., sailed for 
the winter rendezvous of the maneuver fleet at Culebra. 
All well in the fleet at last accounts. These vessels will 
probably return to their station as soon as the maneuvers 
are concluded, unless the Isthmus situation shall be- 
come more involved, in which case it is likely that the 
larger part of the various squadrons which will gather 
at Culebra will remain within easy hail of Colon until 
a definite conclusion is put to the difficulties there by the 
passage of the Canal Treaty. 

The torpedo boat Stewart, Lieut, F. A. Traut com- 
manding, has been ordered to duty at Colon. The post 
oy address of the vessel is care of Postmaster, New 

ork. 

The 100-ton turret frame, and the two 12-inch guns 
of the monitor Florida, at the Navy Yard, New York, 
were, on Dec. 26, shifted from the dock to their places 
on board the vessel under the direction of Naval Constr. 
William J. Baxter, U.S.N. The guns were both set in 
viace and all the work was accomplished with out the 
slightest mishap. 


Preliminary trials of .e —— + torpedo

The captured gunboat, Pamanga that has been com- 
missioned for sea service at the Cavite Naval Station, 
and will be employed among the Philippine Islands as an 
additional protection to tue rapidly growing commerce 
of the group, is a twin serew gunboat of two hundred 
tons displacement and carries a secondary battery of 
four anne. iw? speed + about eleven knots and she 
can epen upon for a cruisi radius some- 
thing like five hundred miles. “ 

The Navy Department is informed by cable of the 
departure of the Don Juan de Austria from Hong Kong, 
China, en route to the United States, where she is to 
be repaired and fitted for service in Cuban waters. Sle 
will make her first stop at Singapore. The Don Juan 
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de Austria is one of the gunboats captured at the fall of 
Manila, has a displacement of 1,159 tons, carries 2 
battery of four guns in her main battery, is of iron 
construction, and engines capable of develop- 
ing 1,500 1.H.P. She has but one screw. 

The U.S. steam collier Saturn has been commissioned 
with merchant captain and crew at the Puget Sound 
Naval Station and will be attached to the Pacific Squad- 
ron. She will accompany the fleet on its way to Pana- 
ma, where she will be used as a store ship and collier. 

The Navy Department is advised of the arrival of the 
U.S.S. Helena at New Chwang, China, where she has 
gone into winter quarters in the so-called mud dock at 
that point. For many years it has been the practice for 
an American war vessel to spend the winter in the mud 
dock at New Chwang in company with an English ves- 
sel for the purpose of maintaining close touch with the 
Minister to the Imperial Court during the winter months, 
when the river is closed to navigation. The Pei-ho River 
is dangerous to navigation at all times, but during the 
entire winter it is closed with ice, and it is deemed ad- 
visable to have protection as near Pekin as possible in 
event of difficulties to which the Chinese capital is es- 
pecially addicted. 

The report recently in circulation that the U.S.S. 
Maine on her recent trip was not supplied with fire hose 
is said at the Navy Department to be incorrect. At 
the Bureau of Equipment it is declared that a ship 
when delivered by her contractors to the Government was 
supplied with fire hose and all the necessary fire ap- 
paratus. 

Rear Admiral Endicott will shortly announce the date 
for another examination for the position of Assistant 
Civil Engineer to fill the two vacancies occuring, one ia 
January and the other in March. 

In preparation for extensive target practice for all 
the vessels the Bureau of Navigation 1s arranging to 
construct small arms ranges at Pensacola, Newport and 
Mare Island and a shooting gallery at the New York 
yard, 

Rear Admiral B. P. Lamberton cabled the Navy De- 
partment, under date of December 30 from Trinidad, 
thet he had dispatched the cruiser Detroit to San Do- 
mingo. Upon the arrival of the Detroit the Scorpion, 
which wert to the relief of the Newport at that place, 
will return to the North Atlantic Squadron at Culebra. 

To replenish the store houses of coal at Yokohama, 
used by the Asiatic fleet, Rear Admiral George A. Con- 
verse has contracted with the British steamer Knight 
Errant to take from Norfolk to Yokohama in two 
months’ time, by way of the Suez canal, ten thousand 
tons of coal. The Knight Errant left Norfolk this week. 
The Bureau of Equipment secured very satisfactory rates 
for the transportation of the coal. When the fleet left 
for Honolulu Rear Admiral Evans carried away all the 
coal stored at Yokohama, with the exception of one 
thousand tons. Stored at Cavite, however, are sixty 
thousand tons and five thousand additional tons will be 
shipped in a short time. It is asserted that this ship- 
ment of coal to the East at this time is not influenced by 
the serious Russo-Japanese situation, but is in line with 
the usual policy of the Department to keep an adequate 
supply of coal in the Far East at all times for the use 
of the Asiatic fleet. No coal will be sold either to Japan 
or Russia by the Navy under any circumstances.

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CONGRESSIONAL ITEMS. 

Secretary Root this week made a report to the House 
Committee on Military Affairs on H.R. 6769, to pro- 
vide for filling a vacancy created by the detail of the 
head of a department or corps of the War Department 
to the General Staff or other duty. The purpose of 
this bill is to give to Col. W. P. Hall, Acting A.G., the 
rank and pay of brigadier general while holding this 
position. Secretary Root recommends that the present 
title of the bill be changed to read as follows: “To pro- 
vide for the acting head of a department or corps 5f the 
War Department,” and that the bill be further amended 
so that the bill will read as follows: ‘That whenever, 
in accordance with section 3, Act of Congress approved 
Feb. 14, 1993, the President has, prior to Oct, 2, 1903, 
detailed the head of a department or corps of the War 
Department as a member of the General Staff, or to 
ether duty separating said officer from his department 
or corps, and has designated an acting head of such de- 
partment or corps, the officer serving under such desig- 
nation shall have the rank, pay and allowances of a 
brigadier gencral.” Both Secretary Root and Generat 
Young strongly recommend that the bill be passed as 
amended. 

The Chief of Staff has returned to the House Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs the bill H.R., 7302, “to recog 
nize and promote the efficiency of Army chaplains,” call- 
ing attention to the favorable endorsement placed on 
the measure during the last session of Congress by Sec- 
retary Root. General Young also recommends that the 
bill be passed.” 

Col. E. S. Dudley, J.A., U.S.A., is another officer who 
denies the correctness of the report of his testimony be- 
fore the Senate Military Committee in the case of 
General Wood. He was the law officer of the military 
government at Havana, and had to pass on the appli- 
eation of the stockholders in the Jai Alai scheme. Col- 
onel Dudley was represented as saying that he and 
General Bliss and the other advisers of General Wood 
opposed granting the lease and that General Wood over- 
ruled them, and that by the terms of the lease the city 
of Havana was tied for ten years to an agreement per- 
mitting the operation of the game on the property 
leased by the military government. Colonel Dudley 
says he gave no such testimony, and that the question 
of the game was not involved in the question, which was 
simply one of renting property to a business concern. 
With reference to the criticisms upon the Secretary of 
the proceedings upon the Senate Committee, the follow- 
ing rule of the Senate is quoted: “Rule xxxviii, 
Section 2. All information communicated or re- 
marks made by a Senator when acting upon nomi- 
nations, concerning the character or qualifications of the 
person nominated, also all votes upon any nomination 
shall he kept secret. If, however, charges shall be 
made against a person nominated, the committee may, 
In its diseretion, notify such nominee thereof, but the 
name of the person making such nomination shall not 
be disclosed. The fact that a nomination has been made, 
or that it has been confirmed or rejected, shall not be 
regarded as a secret.” 

Senator Hale, chairman of the Senate Committee on 
Naval Affairs, is reported as saying that it is the in- 
tention to provide for. another liberal addition to the 
Navy at the present session of Congress.

NEW BRITISH NAVAL REGULATIONS. 
The British Admiralty on Dec. 14 issued a circular 
letter, indicating changes in the naval regulations gov- 
erning retirements for non-service, optional retirement, 
the retired pay of captains, and civil employment, limit- 
ing the period during which officers may be employed 
on shore, making certain additions to the authorized 
establishment of flag officers, and accelerating the peri- 
odical increases at present, being made in the numbers 
of officers in the various ranks. A London co nd- 
ent writes that this circular is admitted to be one of the 
most importent statements issued in nearly a hundred 
years. he changes it makes, which take effect from 
Dec. 8, 1908, are in part as follows: 

The periods of “non-service” that entail compulsory 
retirement in the ranks of flag officer, captain, com- 
mander and lieutenant, are reduced under certain regu- 
lations, for admirals and vice-admirals to five years; 
rear admirals, three and a half years. In general, any 
otticer of the flag ranks whose flag has not been hoisted 
during a period of seven years, is to be retired at the ex- 
piration of such period. Captains, commanders and 
lieutenants are to retired under similar rules after 
three years non-service; flag officers, captains and com- 
manders to be allowed the option of retiring at any age, 
at the discretion of their Lordships 

The scale of retired pay for coateinn, retired at fifty- 
one years or over, is revised to give a small annual in- 
crease, with maximum after five years, so that on reach- 
ing the age for compulsory retirement they may have 
the maximum retired pay of their rank (£600 a yet. 
A captain retired at forty-five years or over wil 
entitled to a minimum of £425 a year. The pay of com- 
manders and lieutenants, retired from those ranks, must 
not exceed £400 and £300 a year respectively. 

“Civil employment,” as defined by regulations, in- 
cluding service as attaché, will be considered as survice 
to prevent compulsory retirement. No officer will be - 
allowed to hold “shore em ~—¥ ye more than five 
consecutive years, or in the case of members of the 
Board of Admiralty for a than seven consecutive 
years, except under special circumstances. 

Hereafter flag officers on the active list will be as 
follows: Admirals of the fleet, 3; admirals, 12; vice- 
admirals, 22; rear admirals, 55; total, 92. The increase 
over existing numbers will be made by annual instal- 
ments and will he completed by the end of the year 1907. 
The captains’ list will be increased by eight in each of 
the years 1903, 1904 and 1905, and by seven in each of 
the two following years up to the authorized maximum 
of 253. Commanders’ list will be increased by nine iu 
each year until the authorized maximum of 873 is 
reached. 

Commenting on these changes the London Daily Mail 
says in part: “Lord Selborne’s administration of the 
navy is being watched with increasing interest by for- 
eign admiralties. who realize that now at last the 
British Navy has at its head an organizer of the firat 
rank. Within his brief period of office reform has suc- 
ceeded reform. The aim of the new regulations is to 
give the country younger admirals and to quicken up 
promotion throughout the commissioned ranks. Hither- 
to the British admirals have generally been older than 
German officers of the same rank, though younger than 
French and American flag officers. Now the British 
Navy is placed upon the same footing with the German. 
This is a matter of the extremest importance, for youth 
is everything in war. 

“At the close of 1902 the nation saw a new scheme 
of education introduced into the navy. Lord 
merged engineers, executives, and marines i ss 
harmonious whole. The new Naval College was 
lixhed at Osborne, and is already the model for ‘the han 
by reason of its efficiency. A not less important reform 
was the decision to promote a certain number of officers 
from warrant rank, a, thus to +, for the seamen 
great career. Another of the wise measures has been 
purchase of the two Chilian battleships at a very 
erate price. Other reforms which will be felt in 
future are the introduction of short into 
navy, s0 98 to non a reserve of trai men, and

occupying the drydock, arrangements were made to dock 
the vessels at the Union Iron Works. All day Sunday 
the work of coaling and provisioning the boats was 
rushed, At ten o’clock on Monday, Dee. 14, the destroyers 
Preble and Paul Jones were commissioned, the crew of 
the Perry being transferred to the former vessel; and 
that afternoon the two boats left for San Francisco. 
The boats returned here Friday and preparations are now 
being completed for them to start for Panama as soon 
as possible. The Farragut’s boilers are to be retubed, 
and it will be impossible to fit her for sea at present. 
The repairs on the torpedo boats Fox and Davis were 
completed this week, and the Perry will be finished in 
a few days, so that if necessary almost the entire tor- 
pedo flotilla could be put to active service. 

The work of coaling the gunboat Petrel was carried on 
all Monday night and Tuesday, and at ten a.m. on Thurs- 
day, Dee. 17, she sailed for Panama. 

Beginning on Saturday, Dec. 12, a large number of the 
employees of the navy yard were obliged to work over- 
time to place on board the Solace the immense amount 
of stores for the Asiatic Squadron at Honolulu, and not 
since the stirring times of the Spanish-American War 
has Mare Island been so busy. The work was well ac- 
complished and Rear Admiral McCalla sent a letter to 
the various heads of departments expressing his ap- 
preciation of the spirit and interest shown by the men. 

The Solace left here at eleven a.m. on Wednesday, Dec. 
16, with the heaviest cargo she has ever carried since 
in the service of the Government. Not only was every 
inch of available storage room utilized, but freight was 
lashed to her decks. When she left Mare Island she was 
drawing twenty-one feet six inches of water aft, which 
shows that Mare Island channel is not so very shallow. 
The Solace sailed from San Francisco on Dec. 17, with 
404 in her crew, 41 marines, 23 officers, and the following 
passengers: Paym. E. W. Bonnaffon, Civil Engr. E. L. 
Parsons, Carpenter and Mrs. B. D. Pender and child, 
Pay Clerk D. H. Garrison, Mrs. J. A. Merritt, and Mrs. 
Maude A. H. Dismukes and child. 

About eighty tons of freight, which the Solace was 
unable to take, was forwarded to the general storekeper 
at Honolulu, to-day, by the steamer Alameda. 

One of the interesting concerts arranged by Chaplain 
McAllister was held at St. Peters’ Chapel on Friday even- 
ing, and, as is always the case, was largely attended.

A week following the 
lire I was informed by telegraph that the Executive 


Committee had placed to my credit in the Mercantile 
National Bank of New York the full amount called for 
by my benefit certificate—$800. This, however, did not 


near cover the loss which reached in the neighborhood of 
$1,200, as appraised by a board of officers. 

The prompt settlement of this loss merits a public 
acknowledgement. I have been a member of the Associa- 
tion since July, 1899, and have paid into its fire in- 
demnity fund $1: 4.85 plus the amount for expenses, $2.25, 
and now have a balance of $10.91 to my credit in said 
fund. The cost, therefore, to carry the $800 certificate 
has been but $7.17 which is an extraordinary low rate 
of insurance, one the old line companies cannot give to 
officers of the Army. I am proud of this splendid record 
of our Association. It has fully sustained the prophecy 
of brother officers who were instrumental in its estab- 
lishment, 

I would like to see every officer of the Army become 
a member of the Association. Its co-operative features 
have certainly been very beneficial to Army officers. It 
is managed by them and for their brothers in the Army.

BE. C.—The address of the 22d U.S. Inf., is simply Ma- 
nila, P.I., adding, of course, the letter of the company 
and the number of the regiment. 

J. S.—Gibraltar was a stronghold of the bold Phoe- 
nicians, who pushed past the pillars of Hercules as tar 
as Britain to exchange the produce of the tropics for tin 
and copper. Then came the Romans, and after 700 years 
the Moors, who in their turn were driven out in 1309 
by the Spaniards under Guzman the In 1704 Ad- 
miral Rooke of the British navy captured the place, and 
Great Britain has since retained it, “aithough France and 
Spain have combined forces to take it away from the 
British several times. The last great siege extended 
from 1779 to 178, There was a terrific bombardment, but 
it did not do any permanent damage. The allies had 
48 guns in action at one time. The largest number 
ever in use by the British was 9%, and by using hot 
shot they did terriffic damage to the ships of the enemy. 
The siege cost the allies more than $12,000,000 and over 
6,000 men killed, while the English lost 1,231 men. 

ARMY.—The new bridge over the East River, New 
York, runs from Grand and Willett streets, Manhattan, 
to Roebling street, Brooklyn. Before the bridge will be 
entirely completed, another year will certainly pass. The 
dimensions of the new bridge are in every respect even 
more formidable than those of the Brooklyn Bridge. 
The width of the bridge is 118 feet, and the whole length 
of the main span, 1,600 feet, and the length of the bridge, 
7,264 feet. The total cost of the bridge, including pur- 
chase of land for approaches, etc., will be about $20,000,- 
000. 


J. L. R. asks: Are medals to be given to every one that 
took part in the battles of Santiago?

No iIn- 
structions have ever been published by the War Depart- 
ment concerning the use, care, etc., of bicycles. In 
1896 and 1897, Lieut. James A. Moss, 2th Inf., now cap- 
tain, 24th Inf., and aide-de-camp to General Corbin, made 
extensive experiments in military cycling. The results 
of the experiments made in 1896 were published in the 
form of a pamphlet by The American Sports Publishing 
Company, Park Place, New York, under the title of 

“Military Cycling in the Rockies.’’ Captain Moss's official 
report on the experiments made in 1897 were published 
in full in the Army and Navy Journal of Sept. 4, 1897, 
page 8.

FOREIGN ITEMS OF INTEREST. 

In an article in the United Service Magazine on Can- 
ada’s naval policy, by “A Canadian Imperialist,” it is 
suggested that Canada wants a naval training establish- 
ment something on the lines of the Britannia, in order 
that Canadians may be trained at home for service in 
the navy without having to come to England to get 
heir instruction. 

The sum of £1,875,000 was paid by the British Govern- 
ment for the Constituciom and Libertad, the battleships 
built at Elswick and Barrow for Chili. The price asked 
for them at first was £2,200,000. They are ready for 
sea and effective although considered a little deficient in 
‘oal capacity aud protection. 

According to the report of official umpires on the 
British naval maneuvers the success of the water-tube 
boilers was clearly established, and 1s one of the most 
satisfactory lessons of these maneuvers. ‘The umpires 
give a complete table of the defects developed. Only 
twelve out of seventy ships developed engine or boiler 
defects, whilst very few of these twelve were seriously 
incapacitated. 

The report of the British army maneuvers on Salis- 
bury Plain says: “The troops did a good deal of hard 
marching, and there was the usual crowd of men with 
blistered feet.” It appears that close on 300 men were 
sent back with footsoreness from the 2d Army Corps, de- 
pendent chiefly on the heavy rain wetting the boots and 
thus causing the disability. It is also believed the leather 
gaiter had a good deal to do with no smal] number ot 


the cases and was much complained of. The preva- 
lence of footsoreness among French soldiers at their ma- 
neuvers, on the other hand, was almost too trifling to no- 
tice. 


The British Admiralty have announced that a system 
of short service for chaplains is to be adopted in the 
navy. Under this scheme a chaplain will be able to retire 
from the service after completing six, eight, ten, twelve 
or sixteen years, receiving a gratuity of from £500 to 
£1,600, according to his length of service. This regula- 
tion applies to chaplains now serving. 

During the past two years the French War Office has 
been engaged in prolonged experiments with a new smoke- 
less powder. Ammunition loaded with this powder was 
used very largely on the military rifle ranges last sum- 
mer, and has given remarkable results. It gives higher 
velocities with reduced pressures in the rifle barrel, it is 
very stable and it has no injurious effect on the bore. 
The British military authorities some time since were 
supplied with a quantity of the new powder. It is a 
nitro-cellulose compound, but the exact proportion of 
the ingredients and the method of manufacture are a 
secret. 

M. Emile Massard, editor of the Patrie, claims that the 
new cartridge used with the Lebel rifle virtually doubles 
the effectiveness of the French infantry fire. The bul- 
let has so flat a trajectory that errors in estimating the 
ranges become comparatively unimportant. The bullet 
is very pointed, longer, and a few grammes lighter than 
the former bullet, while the increase of the length of the 
cartridge and of the charge of powder has been obtained 
without changing the rifle chamber, which was too large 
for the old cartridge. M. Massard, who is an officer of 
the reserve, will, it is said, be punished for having pub- 
ished confidential information regarding the new car- 
tridge. 

In connection with the reports of the indifferent phy- 
sique of the recruits presenting themselves for enlistment 
in the British army and its association with physical 
degeneration of the population, there is much interest in 
a series of articles on “Physical Degeneration,” pub- 
lished in the British Medical Journal. The first appeared 
Nov. 21, and dealt with the case for inquiry and the 
origin of the belief in the existence of degeneration in 
the national physique; the second article dealt with 
the conditions tending to cause degeneration—e.g., town 
life and overcrowding. A terrible tale is unfolded of the 
cenditions under which the lower classes live and work 
in England. 


The Imperial German Estimates for 1904, issued on 
Dec. 1, show an increase in expenditure of 43.706.,092 
marks. The army estimates are chiefly remarkable for 
an increase of 3,440,572 marks in the ordinary expendi- 
ture. This increase, which raises the total expendi- 
ture to 451,180,814 marks, is in large measure due to 
proposals for increased rates of pay, especially for lieu- 
tenant colonels of the infantry. 

At a recent sitting of the French Chamber of Depu- 
ties, M. Pelletan, Minister of Marine, stated that recent 
trials have proved, in spite of what has been said to the 
contrary, that the submarine is seaworthy. He himself 
has considered it indispensable to give the French sub- 
marines an offensive character, and to increase theit 
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tonnage. A submarine, if too large, would not have suffi- 
cient power of defence. If too small it would lack of- 
fensive force. Consequently, after a close study of the 
question, M. Pelletan has been led to order the con- 
struction of six submarines of 400 tons, intended for of- 
fensive purposes, at a cost of 1,500,000 francs, 

Le Yacht gives a photograph of a torpedo craft of a 
new type, which is being constructed at Graville, in- 
tended to test the feasibility of applying the turbine sys- 
tem of propulsion to small torpedo vessels. The new 
vessel, the Libellule, is to be much smaller than ex- 
isting torpedo-boats, having only a displacement of 4U 
tons, and will carry one officer and thirteen wen. 

Both Lord Roberts and Sir Ian Hamilton have con- 
demned the lance as a cava ry weapon, but their opin- 
ion is not shared by high military authorities in Eng- 
land and India, and it is reported that by order of Lord 
Kitchener the allowance of lances to regiments of British 
cavalry in India is to be increased. 

An Irade has been issued ordering the prolongation of 
military service in the case of the infantry ot the Turkish 
regular army from six to nine years, and in the case of 
reservists from eight to nine years. It is estimated that 
the effect of this measure will probably be to increase 
the army by about 250,000 men, while the effective of 
each battalion will probably exceed 1,000 men.

WHAT GENERAL MACARTHUR SAID. 


The New York Sun of Dec. 26 publishes the following: 

Honolulu, Dec. 14.—The steamer which sailed to-day 
carried away a batch of “explanations,” for the War 
Department at Washington, of Major General Mac- 
Arthur’s statement regarding a probable war with Ger- 
many. Every one who had anything to do with the mat- 
ter is trying to satisfy President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Root that it was all a mistake. Governor Carter, 
who was responsible for making public what was in- 
tended as a confidential report for the information of 
the Territory, is doing his best to straighten out the mat- 


ter. A report upon the affair is also being made by the 
German Consul, H. A. Isenberg, who is said to have 
had requests from the German Ambassador at Wash- 
ington and from the Berlin Foreign Office for informa- 
tion. 

The statement was contained in an official report 
made by Col. J, W. Jones, who commands the Hawaiian 
National Guard, to the Adjutant General. One of the 
objects of General MacArthur’s visit to the islands was 
to improve the militia here, which the War Department 
believes to be of the utmost importance because of the 
strategetic position Hawaii occupies. 

The General, in the course of his remarks, to show 
the importance of having a strong and efficient National 
Guard in this Territory, stated, in part, as follows: 

“That the Pacific will be the theater of future com- 
mercial and military struggles between nations, and these 
islands will be in the center of all such contests for 
supremacy. 

‘That history shows us that time has shifted the 
theater of such operations from the Mediterranean to 
the Atlantic, where we have seen within the last few 
months the Monroe Doctrine strained by the Venezuela 
affair when England got into strange company through 
Balfour being persuaded by William of Germany to 
take part therein, in the face of the loudly proclaimed 
friendship existing between England and the United 
States, with regard to which (while there is no ques- 
tion of its existence) it has been shown to be in the 
power of one man to set it aside at will for a probable 
or even possible supposed advantage to be derived by 
his country, in total disregard of the known wishes of 
the governing class and the masses of the people. 

“That the Pan-Germanic doctrine, which is being 
spread throughout the world, being fostered and propa- 
gated by the Imperial Government in every possible way, 
is strong and getting stronger wherever the German 
people settle, even among the Germans who have been 
citizens of the United States for years; and in con- 
nection therewith one fact cannot be overlooked, to wit, 
the few Germans in the American Army in the War 
with Spain, so few indeed that the presence of a Ger- 
man was noted as being a rare occurrence. 

“In view of the foregoing, and of the fact that the 
theater of operations is changing gradually into the 
Pacific: that the German people are’ multiplying very 
rapidly and emigrating in large numbers, the tide of 
emigration being directed by the German Government 
toward South America; that the manufactured pro- 


ducts of the German Empire overbalance the consump- 
tion, so that an outlet or market has to be obtained for 
the surpjus, and in view of the known policy of the 

peror to acquire colonies which will provide markets 
for such over-productions and places to which the tide 
of emigration may be directed, thereby strengthening 
the Fatherland; and in view of the further fact that 
throughout all South American countries the Germans 
are advancing in commercial power and prestige every 
day, the conclusion seems inevitable that the interests 
of Germany in South America, where there are to-day 
large colonies of Germans, in numbers being in the 
hundreds of thousands, presage another testing and 
straining of the Monroe Doctrine and in all probability 
a contest of arms between that power and the United 
States in the near future, in which event no one can 
now forecast the attitude of England or any other 
European power, and it is, therefore, the duty of the 
Federa) Government to make itself as strong as pos- 
sible and be able to take care of itself in any emergency. 

“That no nation or number of nations would be in a 
position to make an attack on the Pacific coast States 
without first capturing these islands, as they would 
otherwise leave their line of communication open to at- 
tack and subject themselves to the serious consequences 
of having their supply vessels captured or destroyed. 

“That, therefore, the maintenance of a strong Na- 
tional Guard in this Territory in time of peace as a 
nucleus for the formation of a body calling for the 
entire strength of the reserve militia (every citizen be- 
tween the ages of 18 and 45) in time of war for the de- 
fence of these islands is a matter of national importance 
and, incidentally, of great importance to the commercial 
welfare and stability of the Territory, and that it was 
one of the first duties of this Territory to the National 
Government to foster and encourage the National Guard 
in every possible way, for by so doing it not only helps 
this Territory, but protects the Pacific coast States and 
the nation itself. 

“That to have a strong and efficient National Guard 
in this Territory was of incalculable value to the Federal 
Government in carrying out its system of defence of the 
Pacific coast States, irrespective of Federal troops sta- 
tioned here. 

“That there would probably not be more than two 
regiments of Infantry and two batteries of Field Artil- 
lery stationed here, aggregating 2,000 men, which would 
be insufficient for the proper defence of this place, which 
would require in addition thereto all the arms-bearing 
men on this island, approximately 5,000, and that every- 
thing should be done to make as many of that number 
proficient in the use of arms and acquainted with the 
necessary discipline incident to their successful use as 
possible, so that a successful landing of troops could 
not be made and the fortifications turned from the rear.” 

In interviews given to the newspapers here, General 
MacArthur emphasized the necessity for fortifying the 
island of Oahu in an impregnable manner, although not 
giving his reasons for the necessity. He said in these 
public interviews that a force of 3,000 men could be 
depended upon to resist any attack by sea, with the aid 
of the fortifications to be erected for the protection of 
the islands. General MacArthur said that it was the 
intention of the War Department to establish here a 
permanent force of one regiment of Infantry and two 
batteries of Artillery. With the aid of the Militia this 
is expected to be sufficient for guarding Pearl Harbor 
and the island of Oahu. General MacArthur also ap- 
proved of the recommendations made by the Heuer 
board for the fortification of the island. These fortifi- 
cations include shore batteries and also extensive fortiti- 
cations of the hills surrounding Honolulu. 

Genera! MacArthur says: “The published statement 
does not correctly represent my views in any respect, and 
in some respects it utterly misrepresents them. Further 
than that I have nothing to say. The subject of the 
published statement is not for me to discuss.” 
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FIGHTING FAMILIES. 


In the “Army Register” or the “Navy Register” to- 
day can be found the names of many officers that date 
back in the Service either through the male or the fe- 
male line to the War of the Revolution; many that date 
back in the same way to the War of 1812, and still 
others whose families came into the Service with the Civil 
War, the young ensign or second lieutenant now repres- 
enting the third generation in the Service. Some of these 
names are noted in an article in the New York Sun, 
in connection with the recent designation by the Presi- 
dent of nineteen appointees to the Military Academy, 
to report next June, of whom seventeen are sons of 
Army officers and two of Navy officers. 

A good example of a Service family is found in the 
Porters. They came into the Service in the War of the 
Revolution, and have remained there ‘ever since. By 
marriage the Porters are allied to many of the other 
ancient Service families. 

John E. Craven and Thomas Tingey Craven, both 
officers of the Navy, represent a family that dates back 
in continuous service to the days of the Revolutionary 
War. Among their ancestors they number Commodore 
Thomas Tingey, who distinguished himself in the Revo- 
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lution and in the war with France in liyy, and Com- 
modore ‘Truxtun, who captured the French frigate Insur- 
gent. Another, Tunis Augustus Macdonough Craven, 
distinguished himself in the Mexican War, and his death 
ac the battle of Mobile Bay is a memorable passage in 
American naval history. 

The Stevens family came into the Navy at the out- 
break of the War of 1812, under the name of Holdup. 
At the battle of Lake Erie, Lieut. Thomas Holdup, then 
twenty years of age, commanded the little gunboat 
Trippe. He afterwards took the name of Stevens in 
addition to his own under the will of a relative. 

His son, Thomas Holdup Stevens, as a lieutenant, 
commanded the Ottawa in Dupont’s expedition at the 
beginning of the Civil War, had many other important 
commands and died a rear admiral. The Admiral’s son, 
. the same name as himself, continues the family in the 
Navy. 

The Greenes of Rhode Island have been represented in 
the Army and Navy almost continuously ever since Gen. 
Nathaniel Greene and his cousin, Col. Christopher, who 
was killed in battle, entered the service of the Colonies 
at the outbreak of the Revolutionary War. During the 
Civil War thirteen kinsmen of the name were serving 
at the same time as officers either of the Navy, the Regu- 
lar Army, or the Volunteer forces. Since the Revolu- 
tionary War the family has furnished nine officers of the 
name to the Regular Army and seven to the Navy, be- 
sides many others descended in the female line. The 
family name is continued in the Army now, however, 
by only one officer, and he is on the retired list. 

As an Army family the Mercers go back to Brig-Gen- 
Hugh Mercer of the Continental Army. Hugh’ Mercer 
was an officer in the army of Prince Charles. After the 
disaster at Culloden he fled to America and was next 
heard of as an officer of the Provisional forces in the 
French and Indian wars. Two officers of the same name 
and lineage now bear Army commissions. 

The Lees of Virginia have been an Army family 
since the days of Light Horse Harry Lee, and barring 
their record when the family went South, have in each 
generation distinguished themselves in the Service. TF itz- 
hugh, jr., represents the fourth generation of his family 
in the Army. 

The first Capron on the record of Army officers was 
Seth M. Capron of Rhode Island, who entered the Army 
as second lieutenant in 1821. Now Allyn Capron, third 
of that name, has been appointed to the Military Aca- 
demy to continue the family in the Service. 

The Muhlenbergs, still represented in the Army, came 
in with Gen. Peter Muhlenberg of the Revolution. 

Lieut. Comdr William Truxtun of the Navy represents 
a long line of Truxtuns who have served with distinction 
since the first Thomas Truxtun, the Revolutionary com- 
mander who refused a commission in the British navy 
to take up the cause of the Colonists. 

Another well known Service family, dating from the 
early days of the Republic is that of Rodgers, not un- 
known in the Army, but strongest in the Navy, and still 
represented in both Services. One branch of it con- 
tinues the Perry blood in the Service. 

Then there are the Bainbridge-Hoffs, representing old 
Commodore Bainbridge, the famous fighter of the War of 
1812 and of the war with the Barbary States; the 
Meades, Biddles and Caseys in both Army and Navy; the 
Ords of the Army and the Pattersons, first in the British 
army, then in the American Navy and now in the Ameri- 
can Army. 

These are only a few families, selected by way of illus- 
tration. The Army and the Navy are principally officered 
from such families and probably always will be, this 
article says. Probably in the service of no coun- 
try in the world, not even the British, can there be 
found such a proportionately large number of fighting 
families as that of the United States. Some of these 
fighting families bear names of renown, while others are ~ 
scarcely known outside the Service.

According to La France Militaire the number of re- 
cruits accepted for the French army is only 196,000 for 
1904, against 233,000 for 1903, the difference in the 
number of men inscribed on the lists being not more 
than 500.

FIGHTING PARSONS. 

The term “fighting parson,” so often ap- 
plied to the late Dwight Galloupe by his 
lay admirers, is no new thing. Some of 
the rigid righteous regard it as sacriligi- 
ous, and would have it that the man es- 
pecially set apart for God’s service must 
necessarily be a man of peace. That brave 
crusader, Richard Coeur de Lion, would 
seem to have been governed by such a 


prejudice, when, having received the 
Pope’s command: ‘“‘Kelease my son,” (an 
insurgent bishop whom Richard had 
thrown into prison), he sent the rebel’s 


armor to Rome along with this brief let- 
ter: “Know now if this be thy son’s 
coat or no.’ 

But whether or not the man of God is 
privileged to use carnal weapons is a 
question that will remain unsettled till 
wars shall cease in the world, having been 
ended forever by nation-destroying cannon. 
In the history of the war between the 
States there are few more prominent 
names than that of the Bishop General, 
Leonidas Polk, of Louisiana. Before his 
ordination this born soldier had fought in 
the Mexican War, and no sooner did he 
hear the call to arms in 1861 than the 
fighting spirit broke loose again, and lay- 
ing aside his Episcopal robes, he was one 
of the first to be enrolled under the Stars 
and Bars. Evil speakers had it that, 
though he never lapsed into the forcible 
language of camps, never called on his men 
in time of battle, as did some of his 


brother officers, to “give the enemy hell,” 
he was on one on heard to say in a 
moment of excitement: “Give ’em—give 
‘em what General X— tells you to give 
"em 

Nor was the Episcopal church the only 
one represented by its clergy in the Con- 
federate Army. In one Texas regiment 
every one of its captains was a Methodist 
preacher, and it was said of it that no 
other regiment did better work in time of 
battle. Drilled for service in the war 
against the hosts of Satan, these preach- 
er-captains had then an opportunity to 
prove to the world that they were not 
afraid of men. Where hard fighting was 
to be done they could always be depended 
on, and they fought none the less bravely 
for bearing it in mind that the time might 
be close at hand for reporting in person 
to the Great Commander. “May God 
have mercy on their poor souls!” the par 
son would exclaim as his men trained 
their guns on the enemy, and then the 
captain would give the order: “Shoot a 
little lower, boys.” 

It was a reverend gentleman of this 
same genus, a deep-water Baptist, who, 
having been struck on the cheek by a per- 
sonal enemy, promptly turned the other, 
and having received a second blow, re- 
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marked in a tone of relief: “Now, having 
obeyed Scripture, I'll give you just what 
you deserve.” Being the better man of 
the two, he soon had the attacking party 
begging for his life. 

Whether he be saint or sinner, man is 4 
fighting animal, and who shall blame this 
animal for obeying his instincts when 
clubs (or their substitutes), are trumps?

WOMEN COLONELS IN GERMANY. 


Of all military women, few, perhaps, 
look so well as the German Empress at 
the head of her Pasewak Cuirassiers. Her 
uniform is a most becoming one—white 
with red facings, and a three-cornered hat 


witb a large drooping heron’s plume, and 
last, but not least, the scarf of the Order 
of Hohenzollern. She accompanies her 
regiment to the annual parades, watches 
its drills regularly, frequently visits the 
men in the barracks, and calls upon the 
officers in the regimental Casino, where 
she discusses with them all the affairs, 
small and great, which concerns the wel- 
fare of the regiment. 

The divorce of the Grand Duchess 
Victoria Melita of Hesse from her hus- 
band lost to the German Army one of its 
most popular and hardest-working women 
colonels. She commanded, by title, the 
117th Infantry Regiment. The Kaiser 
signified his displeasure at her action in 
divorcing the Grand Duke by depriving 
her of her command and removing her 


monogram and arms from the epaulettes 
of the regiment. But nothing he did 
could take away her popularity, and the 
men still speak lovingly of her as “our 
Grand Duchess.” 

There are many other women of royal 
blood who hold commands in the German 
Army. Among these are Queen Alexandra, 
who is honorary colonel of her Prussian 
Regiment of Dragoons; the Empress Alex- 
ander of Russia, who commands the 2d 
Regiment of Dragoons; the hereditary 
Princess of Saxe Meiningen, who is colone! 
of the 2d Grenadiers; and the Duchess of 
Connaught. who holds the nominal com- 
mand of the Dragoon Regiment von Ar- 
nim No. 12.—The Regiment. 





LANGUAGE BY ELECTRICITY.
